M id-Atlantic Thoroughbred received 11 
awards for material published in 2016 
American Horse Publications Equine 
Media Awards contest presented in Scottsdale, 
Ariz., June 17. The honors included three 
first-place awards—two for writing and one 
for photography. 

Freelance writer Linda Dougherty’s article 
on New Jersey’s Bright View Farm from 
January won first place in the feature (circu¬ 
lation under 10,000) category.

Pennsylvania equine industry on 
alert as state budget deadline looms: 

The Pennsylvania equine industry is 
working to ensure state legislators 
don’t raid racing’s share of slots money 
as the state tries to fiU a budget deficit.

Jack-of-all-trades Rodriguez build¬ 
ing solid stable: For most of his 
career, trainer Darien Rodriguez has 
done everything in the barn—by him¬ 
self That’s no longer the case, but his 
winning ways continue, reported Doug 
McCoy.

Preposterous Parx Oaks fiasco 
reaches absurd ending 

Frank Vespe offers an opinion on the Pennsylvania Racing Commissions decision on the outcome 
of the 2016 Parx Oaks. For the full story, go to TheRacingBi^com. 

A nd finally, the utterly preposterous 2016 edition of the Parx Oaks has reached 
its perfect—and perfectly absurd—conclusion. In short, everybody wins! Except 
that horse racing ends up looking stupid, yet again. 

In the race, held at Parx Racing in May of 2016, Miss Inclusive, trained by John 
Servis for Main Line Racing Stable and Joshtylane Farm, stalked the pace of 3-5 
favorite Eighth Wonder before overcoming that rival to win by half a length. 

But Miss Inclusive came back with a positive test for the bronchial dilator clen- 
buterol, which is permitted up to a threshold level. That caused the stewards to dis¬ 
qualify Miss Inclusive from aU purse moneys, place Eighth Wonder first, and redis¬ 
tribute the purse. And that caused the lawyers to come out. 

Servis retained lawyer Adrian King, who, the Daily Racing Form reported, success¬ 
fully argued that this positive—as well as two others Servis, who has a generally clean 
record, incurred—was below the threshold recommended by the Racing and 
Medication Testing Consortium. 

At which point the Pennsylvania Racing Commission blinked. The Commission 
entered into negotiations with the Servis team, ultimately reaching a settlement. That 
settlement: 

• eliminates the disqualification of Miss Inclusive; 

• allows Miss Inclusive and Eighth Wonder to be declared co-winners; 

• does not award any purse money to Miss Inclusive, allowing Eighth Wonder to 
retain the winner’s share and aU other runners to retain whatever they had 
earned; 

• rescinds a suspension handed down to Servis, instead fining him. 

If you’re keeping score at home, that means that: for wagering purposes. Miss 
Inclusive won the race. For purposes of purse money. Eighth Wonder won the race. 
And for purposes of race records? Well, they both won. 

Equibase said that it would—reluctantly—change its charts to reflect the decision 
to name two winners, which means this bad decision will live on. It also raises one 
question: Is it really too much to ask that, once medication rules are adopted, state 
racing commissions stick by them rather than abandoning them on the fly? 
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Purse increases, new stakes fuel Timonium 


T he Maryland State Fair and Agricultural 
Society’s 2017 race meet at Timonium 
will include a record $185,000 in aver¬ 
age daily purses, an increase of more than 
16 percent from the 2016 average. The 
seven-day meet includes racing on Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday, Aug. 25, 26 and 27, 
Sept. 1, 2 and 3, plus a Labor Day card 
Monday, Sept. 4. 

For the first time in several years, the 
meet will include a stakes race with the 
$75,000 Coalition Stakes (with a $25,000 
supplement for Maryland-bred or Mary¬ 
land-sired horses and an additional $10,000 


bonus to the winner if a Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sales graduate). For 3-year-olds 
and up going 6 V 2 furlongs to be run Aug. 
26, the Coalition was named for the spirit 
of cooperation between the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
the Maryland State Fair and Agricultural 
Society, and Fasig-Tipton Sales Company. 

“This cooperative effort between all 
the parties involved in this race meet 
is a reflection of the continued team 
spirit in Maryland that has been such a 
huge factor in the renaissance Maryland’s 


Thoroughbred industry is currently enjoy¬ 
ing,” said Andy Cashman, general man¬ 
ager of the state fair. “We are all really 
excited about the upcoming meet.” 

In addition to the increase in purses 
and the stakes, Timonium will offer 
$20,000 in trainer awards: $15,000 to the 
trainer with most points, and $5,000 to the 
trainer with most earnings, plus a $50 
groom’s award in every race for the best 
turned out horse and groom. 

Post time is 1:05 p.m. on each racing 
day at Timonium, which hosted its first 
racing in 1887. 


Virginia creates certified program 


T he Virginia Horsemen’s Protective 
and Benevolent Association and the 
Virginia Thoroughbred Association 
created a Virginia-certified program 
extending owner bonuses to Virginia- 
certified Thoroughbreds starting with 
races of 2018. 

Approved in July by the racing com¬ 
mission, the move provides a 25-percent 
bonus to the owner of a Virginia-bred, 
-sired or -certified Thoroughbred that 
finishes first in any non-Virginia restricted 
races in the Mid-Atlantic region (defined 
as New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland and West Virginia). 
A Virginia-certified Thoroughbred is a 


horse foaled in 2016 or later outside of 
Virginia, but that maintains residence in 
Virginia for any consecutive six-month 
period prior to Dec. 31 of its 2-year-old 
year (an interruption period for up to 14 
days is allowed if the horse needs to leave 
for a sale or veterinary issue). 

Residency is defined as being based at 
certified farms or training centers within 
Virginia. During their six-month residen¬ 
cy, horses must live at a Virginia-certified 
farm, which makes an agreement with the 
VTA to participate in the program. Farms 
may become certified by filing a participa¬ 
tion agreement with the VTA and must 
make horses available for inspection. 


The one-time Virginia-certified fee is 
$100 for VTA members, $250 for non¬ 
members. 

Within 30 days of a horse’s arrival, 
owners must submit the application, fee 
and other paperwork. Once the residency 
is complete, the farm must submit a 
verification form and a certificate will be 
issued. 

An owner must be a member of the 
VTA to receive bonuses, though the $100 
dues will be deducted from any bonus 
payments. There is a $10,000 cap on any 
one award.

Mid-Atlantic Trainers 
in Racing’s Mali of Fame 





H. Guy Bedwell was based at 
Yarrow Brae in Laurel, Md., for 
more than 30 years, and counted 
among his trainees the first Triple 
Crown winner. Sir Barton. 


T here is a rich history of Hall of Fame trainers - 
Tom Voss’ induction in this year’s class is just the 
latest—who raised the bar at farms, training centers 
and tracks throughout the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Determining Mid-Atlantic trainers is a bit more compli¬ 
cated than expected-what are the criteria? Do they need to 
be born and raised in a Mid-Atlantic state? Spent the majority 
of their training careers in the area? Or lived their final days 
here? Those who appear on these two pages are most associ¬ 
ated with the region, many spending their entire careers here. 

A few were not pictured simply due to lack of access 
to photographs (Matthew Byrnes, who trained for Pierre 
Lorillard’s Rancocas Farm in New Jersey starting in the 
late 1800s for example). Some who trained for major local 
stables weren’t included as they were based elsewhere 
(examples: Rokeby’s Mack Miller, Belair’s James “Sunny Jim” 
Fitzsimmons, Brookmeade’s Preston M. Burch and J. Elliott 
Burch). 

Regardless, it’s an impressive group. Read more about their 
accomplishments at racingmuseum.org/haU-of-fame/trainers. 


Maryland born and raised, Henry S. Clark plied 
his trade for 70 years, getting his start at Charles 
Town before becoming head trainer for Liz Whitney 
and later Henry and Jane Lunger’s Christiana 
Stable. Flags were lowered to half-staff at 
Laurel when he died in February 1999. 


Michael G. “Mickey” Walsh was one of the nation’s 
leading steeplechase trainers in the 1950s and founded 
the Stoneybrook Races in Southern Pines, N.C. 


Virginia-born James G. Rowe Sr. 
spent more than half his training 
career at New Jersey’s Brookdale 
Farm, were he developed the 
majority of his 10 Hall of Famers. 


Frank Whiteley Jr. was born in 
Maryland, started out at the 
half-mile tracks and later made 
his home in Camden, S.C., over¬ 
seeing likes of Hall of Famers 
Ruffian, Damascus and Forego.

G oodie, Frisky and Mickey D. One is 
a now-white Welsh Cob type “some¬ 
where between 30 and 40 years old ” 
That’s Goodie. Frisky, the smallest one, is 
a sleek black Lear jet who regularly devas¬ 
tates fields on the local pony racing circuit. 
And the third, a tall bay, is a living legend. 

Mickey D, you see, is McDynamo. And 
all three are irreplaceable family members 
at trainer Sanna Neilson’s 25-acre 
homestead in Cochranville, Pa. 

“He likes everything the same,” groom 
and caretaker Karen Andress said of 
the three-time Eclipse Award-winning 
steeplechaser. “He likes his routine. In the 
mornings all I have to do is whisde and 
he’U come running around. I don’t have to 
go out here and hoUer and carry on.” 

Everything has been the same for 
McDynamo since his retirement in 2007. 
Andress has worked there for Neilson’s 
family since 1984. The property is 
bordered by farms owned by Neilson’s 
half-brother, Stewart Strawbridge, and his 
father George in an area widely protected 
by land preservation. 

“Most of these places have been owned 
by the same families for years,” Andress 


added, pointing to a line of evergreens 
outside Neilson’s barn. “When I started to 
work here, these trees were small!” 

McDynamo has been a defining force 
in Neilson’s life for nearly aU of his 20 
years. Owner Michael Moran purchased 
the son of Dynaformer out of the 
Monteverdi (Ire) mare Rondonia as a 
yearling for $82,000 in 1998. Bred in 
Kentucky by Richard Fox, Nathan Fox 
and Richard Kaster, the future Hall of 
Famer was consigned to the Keeneland 
September sale by Mr. and Mrs. Bill 
Wofford. 

Moran trained the gelding himself, 
breaking his maiden as a 3-year-old in his 
second start at Pimlico in a iy 2 -mile turf 
route. 

“He was a solid enough flat 
horse,” Neils on said, “but he was very 
claustrophobic. He popped out of 
the gate, went backwards, got loose at 
Delaware Park and ran around. On the 
day of his last flat race at Saratoga, they 
had to stand him all morning. Michael had 
him up there with [former NYRA chief 
starter] Bobby Duncan, but it was a real 
challenge. They had a heck of a time.” 


After nine starts-and two wins-on 
the flat, Moran sent McDynamo to 
Neils on for a career change. 

“I’d had him a few short times when 
the Morans would go on vacation; he’d 
come over here to me and we’d school 
him. At first I was kinda like. Well I 
don’t know about this guy’ He was this 
big, nervous, gangly 3-year-old. Beautiful 
mover, but definitely a little bit of a deer 
in the headlights.” 

He made his debut over jumps for her 
on Oct. 20, 2001, at Far HiUs, and his 
first start was a winning effort. It began a 
dominance of the New Jersey course that 
may never be replicated. 

“I’U never forget his last work before 
I ran him at Far HiUs,” said Neilson. “Fd 
only had him for about six weeks. We’d 
work him up our hills here, and he finally 
switched off I thought 'OK, if you can 
do that, you might be something.’ ” 

He did . . . and he was. Once 
McDynamo had quickly and 
authoritatively established himself as 
a phenom, Neilson only brought him 
out for major races. He ripped through 
several of jump racing’s marquee events: 
the Hard Scuffle Hurdle-Gl at Churchill 
Downs, Far Hills’ Foxbrook Supreme-G2, 
Callaway’s AFLAC U.S. Championship 
Supreme Hurdle-Gl, the Royal Chase-Gl 
at Keeneland, and three renewals of 
Camden’s Colonial Cup-Gl. 

His best races came in October at Far 
HiUs — always. 

“He won seven years straight at Far 
HiUs. He broke his maiden there at 4, won 
the novice race as a 5-year-old, and then 
he won the Breeders’ Cup five years in a 
row—2003 through 2007,” NeUson said. 

Off and on caUed the Grand National 
and the Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase, the 
big race at Far HiUs belonged to the big 
horse from Pennsylvania. McDynamo 
was unstoppable in the 2y8-mile 
das sic-winning at ages 6 to 10. 

In 2005, jump jockey Jody Petty was 
having a breakout year. He was also 
working for NeUson in the mornings 
during a rare dry speU for McDynamo. 
After an undefeated championship 
campaign in 2003, he underwent off¬ 
season hock surgery and didn’t run for 
nearly a year. He returned and won at Far 
HiUs in 2004, off the layoff, but lost his 
next five starts. Heading to Far HiUs again, 
Moran suggested Petty be given a shot on 
McDynamo. 
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Petty’s first mount on McDynamo was the 2005 Breeders’ 

Cup Steeplechase. Neils on had no doubt the pair would click. 
McDynamo loved to run and jump, and she knew Jody loved to 
let horses just roll on. 

“Everybody asked Were you not nervous riding McDynamo 
at Far Hills in the Breeders’ Cup?’” Petty said in July. “And my 
response was ‘Nervous? I was way too excited to be nervous.’ 

I mean, that was his place. He ran there seven years in a row and 
won all seven races.” 

McDynamo and Petty went to the lead and stayed there, 
winning by 9 lengths. A month later they reunited at Camden for 
the Colonial Cup-Gl. In a near-carbon copy of their first win, 
they led the whole route to best nemesis Hirapour (Ire) to clinch 
Petty’s only jockey championship. 

“I think it was the best race I ever rode on him,” Petty said. 

The riding title was Petty’s, and so was McDynamo. No other 
jockey would take the reins for the rest of the horse’s career. 

Another Far HiUs win and a third Colonial Cup win followed 
in 2006, when McDynamo won three of four starts. He finished 
fourth in the 2007 Iroquois-Gl in NashviUe and then awaited 
Far HiUs that October for his fifth shot at what was by then 
re-christened the Grand National Hurdle Stakes-Gl. At age 
10, he was the oldest horse running that day. And it was classic 
McDynamo, with Petty letting him sit right off early leader 
Luongo before sticking his head in front after the 10th fence. 

The chart poetically states that he “increased his advantage on 
his own courage” through the final turn and won with Petty 
wrapping up on him. 

“It was incredibly emotional,” Neilson remembered. “I came 
out onto the track and I was just crying my eyes out. I just 
couldn’t believe he got another one. By the time he was done 
running, he had such a following. I felt like even the people we 
were competing against were fans. There was such a high level 
of respect for him.” 

McDynamo made one more start, a dull sixth in the season¬ 
ending Colonial Cup, and was retired. He won 15 jump races 
and earned $1,310,104 in purses—more than any American 
steeplechaser in history. In 2013, he was inducted into the 
National Museum of Racing’s HaU of Fame. 

Petty stiU feels that Neilson helped the horse keep his edge by 
foxhunting him between races. 

“Before he won his last Breeders’ Cup, Sanna would be out on 
an old hunter and I’d be out on McDynamo,” Petty said. “We’d 
never jump big fences, just hop over logs and things. And we 
would gallop across the field and get to a big 3-railer, and he 
would stand there and watch everybody jump, and Sanna would 
get off, open the gate, let us through, get back on, and we would 
gallop back up to the field again. A complete angel.” 

Once retired, the whole squad hunted McDynamo-Moran, 
Neilson and Petty all enjoying the privilege. Neilson finally 
pensioned the gelding a few years ago. 

“I just thought, you know what, he doesn’t owe us anything. 

He was feeling his age a little bit. So now he’s just been turned 
out in front of the house there, which is really neat. They come 
down at night to get carrots. They’re aU interested in the treats.” 

Moran and his wife Anne, who live nearby, stiU visit regularly 
as did Petty before moving to New Orleans in July. 

But Neilson feels like she’s got the best deal. 

“I feel so lucky. I look out my windows and there’s 
McDynamo, who I honestly adore. It’s a great life.” #

Don’t fumble 
racing’s future 


S hortly after the 2016 presidential 
election, I read a column about a 
foreigner’s view of American gov¬ 
ernment. In short, the outsider compared 
our democracy to a football—as in we 
kick it back and forth from Republican to 
Democrat, liberal to conservative, world¬ 
view diplomat to hard-core nationalist and 
so on every four years. The conclusion 
was that maybe the country would be 
better off if democracy was treated like a 
Faberge egg—don’t kick it, cradle it like the 
fragile, delicate, valuable thing it is. 

And no matter what your political views 
are, the same can be said for Thoroughbred 
racing’s relationship with casino revenue. 
It’s not a football. And racing shouldn’t 
treat it as such. 

If fumbled, revenue for racing—in 
Delaware, Maryland, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, New York, Ohio and all the others - 
could shatter like one of those $33 million 
antique Easter presents made for Russian 
royalty in the 1800s. And then what? 
For starters, purse accounts would shrink, 
state-bred programs would contract, auc¬ 


tion prices would decline, farms and race¬ 
tracks would close and racing in many 
states in the region might cease to exist. 

You ready for that? I’U assume the 
answer is no. Then do a better job. 

Penn National trainers and veterinar¬ 
ians were in court this summer answering 
to federal charges about drugging horses 
and—if you draw the right line—defraud¬ 
ing the public. Murray Rojas was convicted 
of 14 felonies in a trial that included anoth¬ 
er trainer—Stephanie Beattie — testifying 
that nearly aU trainers at Penn National 
used illegal medication within 24 hours of 
a race. As reported by The Paulick Report^ 
other testimony included such winning 
topics as the abuse of shock-wave therapy, 
veterinarians finding ways to beat drug 
tests, electrical devices used by jockeys, 
phony reports by dockers and on and on. 

The federal charges were viewed by 
some as government over-reach, being 
as state racing commissions are normally 
where such topics are heard, and Rojas 
received assistance from the National 
Thoroughbred Owners and Trainers Legal 
Defense Fund Foundation for her defense. 
She was acquitted of another seven more 
serious charges and her attorney plans to 
appeal, but plenty of damage will come 
from the case no matter the ultimate reso¬ 
lution. 

Racing has always depended on public 
confidence, but never more than now. The 
millions generated by slots and directed 
to racing every year could easily go some¬ 
where else. 

Imagine being someone with no con¬ 
nection to racing. You listened to the 
industry’s plea for assistance in the face 
of competition from slot machines and 
full-scale casino expansion. You heard 
about jobs, farms, open space, economic 
impact, mares and foals, stallions, aU of it. 
Then you voted for slots or supported a 
legislator who did. Then you watched the 
Thoroughbred industry rebound thanks to 
aU that slots revenue which is—in the most 
basic definition—a state tax. Maybe you 
went to the track, and made a bet. You saw 


the capital improvements, the bigger purs¬ 
es, the national names sending horses, the 
enthusiasm. You thought, “Now here’s a 
government program that worked. Horses 
are good. I like this. Good job, everybody.” 

And then you heard about the FBI 
investigation, the Rojas trial and its bag¬ 
gage, or some other nefarious deed and 
seemingly weak-handed penalty. How do 
you feel now? Even if you’re from a state 
other than Pennsylvania. 

Just guessing here, but the Government 
101 textbook probably doesn’t advise giv¬ 
ing tax credits to industries that have 
trouble policing themselves, that end up 
on FBI case reports, that abuse animals. 

I’m the son of a horse trainer. I worked 
in the barn. I know the driU. Horses get 
hurt, tired, nervous. They sweat too much, 
don’t sweat enough, don’t try as hard as 
they used to. They don’t eat. They don’t 
drink. They crib. They run off in the 
morning. They stall-walk. They lug in, 
or out. Their heels crack, hooves bruise, 
stifles lock. They get ulcers, strains, sprains, 
tears, chips and cracks. 

People deal with that puzzle the best 
they can and, people being people, some 
push it. Horsemen’s groups and racing 
commissions are supposed to figure out 
the rules and how to enforce them, within 
the parameters of state and federal laws. 

It’s not up to me to determine whether 
Rojas and the others are guilty, or if the 
FBI over-reached or even if —as some 
stress now—it’s time for a centralized 
approach like the proposed Horse Racing 
Integrity Act federal legislation. I know 
this is a central problem for racing, espe¬ 
cially with the connection to slots money. 

In short, racing must do a better 
job —on rules, testing and investigative 
processes across state lines, on meaningful 
penalties to people who break rules, on 
racing commissions that work, on strong 
protections for horses. While still protect¬ 
ing horsemen’s rights. 

Somebody pick up the football, and 
carry it like an egg. #

A Great Loss 

Three weeks after retirement, Ben’s Cat succumbs to colic

(( \ A /ho is Ben?” It seemed like such an 

\ / \ / question and it was the first 

V V one I asked King T. Leatherbury 
about Ben’s Cat back in 2011, the first time 
I covered the horse. 

He’d just won the Maryland Million 
Turf Sprint at Laurel Park. I’d watched 
Leatherbury and his entourage watch the 
race from the box seats, scribbled a bunch 
of stuff about binoculars and gestures 
and facial expressions, handshakes, hugs, 
probably a loud tie of some sort. Then 
I followed Leatherbury to the winner’s 
circle. After the photos, I followed the 
owner/trainer/breeder some more and— 
in between interruptions from joyous 
fans-we talked just inside the doors on 
the first floor of Laurel’s clubhouse. 

''Nobody ever asked me that before,” 
Leatherbury replied to my question 
about how the son of Parker’s Storm Cat 
got his name. Then, Leatherbury being 
Leatherbury, he told a story. 

"The only Parker I knew was a guy 
named Ben who was a really good friend 
of my father’s, and I trained horses for 
him. He’s long passed away, but in memory 
of him I just threw that name out. Ben’s 
Cat. That’s the way it was. Nobody would 
know that, but I think about him when the 
horse runs.” 

Old Ben Parker, whoever you were, 
your namesake was something else. 

Ben’s Cat won 32 of 63 starts, made an 
appearance on seven consecutive Mary¬ 
land Million Days (three wins, three sec¬ 
onds, one sixth), carried five jockeys into 
the winner’s circle, earned $2,643,782 and 
almost single-hoofedly made orange fash¬ 
ionable again. 

He also died far too soon, euthan- 
zied July 18 due to complications from 
colic surgery. The Maryland-bred’s passing 
turned a happy occasion sad. 


On June 26, Leatherbury announced 
the 11-year-old’s retirement from racing 
two days after he finished ninth in the 
Mister Diz Stakes — a race he won six 
times — at Laurel Park. Winless in more 
than a year, Ben’s Cat just wasn’t Ben’s Cat 
anymore. The acceleration, the brilliance, 
the "Don’t worry, I’ve got this” were gone. 
Two days after the retirement news, Ben’s 
Cat got on a van bound for Kentucky and 
the first steps toward a life of leisure and 
love with one of his biggest fans. 

Chris Welker first connected with Ben’s 
Cat via television, saw him run live at 
Pimlico, met with Leatherbury and fol¬ 
lowed along as the exploits piled up. 

"The more I learned about him-he’d 
gotten hurt as a 2-year-old, his pedigree 
was what it was —and the more I watched 
him, the more I’d say 'This is an amazing 
horse.’ Then I started really following him.” 

Welker and her husband Bayne, a vice 
president at Fasig-Tipton, own the 70-acre 
Spring Ridge Farm in Versailles, Ky. It’s a 
commercial operation, with broodmares, 
yearlings, weanlings and the rest. 

Chris got "this crazy idea” about giving 
Ben’s Cat a home after he was retired and 
eventually told Leatherbury about it. 

"You’re at the top of the list,” the Hall 
of Fame trainer would say every time he 
saw Welker after that. 

She was not convinced until Leatherbury 
left a voice mail in late June. 

"This is the call you’ve been waiting 
for for two years,” was the message and 
Ben’s Cat soon joined the herd at Spring 
Ridge after a solemn departure from 
Leatherbury’s barn at the top of the Laurel 
Park stretch. 

Ben’s Cat fit in from the beginning. 

A week after Leatherbury’s phone call, 
Chris Welker bathed her new horse while 
we talked on the phone. For 16 minutes. 


the water splashed, the sponge sponged, a 
dog barked. And Ben’s Cat never moved, 
happy with the care, the surroundings, 
even that noisy dog. 

"He’s practically human,” Welker said 
as another mass of water rolled across the 
gelding’s dark bay back. "I knew he was a 
nice horse. I just never dreamed he’d be 
like this. Amazing horse. He ran nine days 
ago. My show horse won’t stand like this. 
The only regret we’re going to have in tak¬ 
ing him is he’s going to spoil us for every 
other horse we ever have.” 

Then came the bad news. 

Welker noticed some discomfort in 
Ben’s Cat, and rushed him to Hagyard 
Equine Medical Institute. On July 6, veteri¬ 
narians performed surgery to repair an epi¬ 
ploic foramen entrapment (a displacement 
of part of the small intestine) and Ben’s 
Cat initially responded well to treatment. 
The first news carried a little optimism, 
and Welker was hopeful of a return to the 
farm. 

Behind the good news lurked trepida¬ 
tion, however. 

"He’s trying, you know that, and he’s 
getting the best care a horse can get,” said 
Welker a few days after the surgery. "But 
I know a lot of great horses have suc¬ 
cumbed to colic. They get sick the same 
way we do.” 

Welker called the first few weeks with 
Ben’s Cat a "rollercoaster ride,” and was 
trying hard not to ask too many "What if?” 
questions about his treatment, the retir- 
ment, anything really. Ben’s Cat was happy 
at his new home. He was on regimented 
turnout in a mowed field. He was getting 
very little grain. There was precious little 
stress. 

"He acted like he’d been here his whole 
life, and didn’t act nervous or stressed 
about it,” she said. "He had a stall, hay.

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company, some turnout. You learn how 
delicate they are if you’re in this game 
for any length of time, and then you get 
reminded again.” 

Hagyard’s Dr. Rana Bozorgmanesh 
announced Ben’s Cat’s death July 18, just 
24 days after that last race at Laurel. 

It wasn’t supposed to be this way. Ben’s 
Cat, of aU Thoroughbreds, earned a gra¬ 
cious retirement. He was supposed to 
host visitors to Spring Ridge, and go for 
trail rides with Welker, maybe return to 
Maryland for the horse show at Pimlico. 

Leatherbury and Welker lost a horse, 
and then some. 

So did everybody else who had any¬ 
thing to do with him — orange-fingernailed 
groom Fern Augusti, longtime Leatherbury 
assistant Avon Thorpe who led Ben’s Cat 
to the van one last time, jockey Julian 
Pimentel who won 22 races with the horse. 

Maryland lost a Thoroughbred hero. 

The region lost an all-time great. 


Legions of fans lost a chance to stay 
attached to one of the region’s best ever. 

Produced from the Thirty Eight Paces 
mare Twofox, Ben’s Cat ended his career 
with eight consecutive losses, which 
seemed fitting since he started it with eight 
consecutive wins. 

Unraced at 2 and 3 due to an injury, he 
made his debut at Pimlico May 8, 2010. 
The 4-year-old ousted $20,000 claimers 
going 6 furlongs on the dirt. Five weeks 
later, he started at Delaware Park for a 
$25,000 tag (non-winners of two lifetime) 
and won again. 

Go ahead and kick yourselves, wiseguys. 
Ben’s Cat earned 132 times the claiming 
price from his first start—finishing as the 
fifth richest Maryland-bred in history. 

He won those first eight starts in 2010, 
tasted defeat for the first time going a mile 
at Aqueduct in December. He lost two in 
a row to start 2011, but finished with six 
wins and a career high $588,250 in earn¬ 


ings. He would exceed a half-miUion again 
in 2012 and 2013, easily finding a spot in 
the top few turf sprinters in the country 
though he never did make a Breeders’ Cup 
start. He wasn’t nominated as a foal, and 
Leatherbury never put together the right 
deal to make it happen. In hindsight, it’s 
OK. Staying away from the Breeders’ Cup 
only further cemented the legacy of Ben’s 
Cat — regional champion. 

Somewhere along the line, Ben’s Cat 
became more than Leatherbury’s horse. 
He belonged to everyone - writers, fans, 
bettors, race-caUers, valets, van drivers, . 

“He’s a good horse, awesome,” Thorpe 
told me after a 2014 win. “Everybody gives 
support too. He’s a lot of fun to bring over. 
He’s a celebrity, a celebrity of horse racing. 
If they were all like that, it would be easy. 
He’s the best horse I’ve ever been around.” 

Ben’s Cat was the best horse a lot of 
people have ever been around. 

Was. Damn. # 


Career Highlights 


May 8,2010: First race, first win, in a $20,000 
maiden claimer at Pimlico. Sent off at 
5-1, Ben’s Cat ousted six others including 
runner-up Dorothy’s Diamond-who 
became more than a trivia answer by 
winning 18 races (and counting). 

Aug. 21,2010: First stakes win. After two 
allowance wins (at Delaware and Laurel 
Park), Ben’s Cat won in the Mister Diz for 
Maryland-breds at Laurel in his turf debut. 
Entrymate Ah Day, a graded stakes winner 
of almost $1 million, finished seventh. 

Oct. 2,2010: Maryland Million debut. Finally 
sent off as the favorite-for the first of 32 
times-Ben’s Cat obliterated eight others in 
a 4V2-length romp in the Turf Sprint. 

April 9,2011: Second win in the Mister Diz. 
Run at Pimlico, it was taken off the turf but 
provided a perfect return to the winner’s 
circle for Ben’s Cat after three losses-a 
second in a stakes at Aqueduct going a 
mile, a fifth in Laurel’s Native Dancer at a 
mile and a fourth in the General George-G2 
at Laurel. 

May 20,1011: First of five (yes five) wins in 
the Jim McKay Turf Sprint at Pimlico. Run 
on the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes undercard, 
the turf stakes showcased Maryland’s best 
to a national audience. He didn’t disappoint, 
winning by 2 lengths for jockey Jeremy 
Rose. 

Sept. 5,2011: First graded stakes win in the 
Turf Monster-G3 at Parx Racing. Forced 
wide in a field of 11, Ben’s Cat circled 
around nine horses and ran down Perfect 
Officer to win by a half-length. Call it an 


arrival. He finished 2011 with six wins from 
11 starts and earned $588,250. 

Oct. 6,2012: Third and final Maryland Million 
win in the Turf Sprint. Organizers did away 
with the race after this, a destruction at 
2-5 while carrying 128 pounds (at least 11 
more than the rest). 

Nov. 21,2012: Fabulous Strike Stakes at Penn 
National. Happy Thanksgiving. The turf 
sprinter went dirt sprinting and knocked 
off the talented Immortal Eyes and Grade 1 
winner Poseidon’s Warrior. It capped a five- 
win season with $557,060 earned. 

July 5,2013: Parx Dash-G3. Another graded 
stakes win, this time with some revenge. 
After finishing a troubled third to Tightend 
Touchdown and Bridgetown at Penn 
National a month earlier, Ben’s Cat made 
them pay by rallying from 10 lengths down 
to fly past in the stretch. 

Oct. 19,2013: A rare loss at the Maryland 
Million. Leatherbury chose the 1 -mile Turf 
over the dirt sprint and got rewarded with a 
game-if futile-effort. Ben’s Cat gave five 
pounds to ultra-tough Roadhog, and lost by 
a neck after putting away Capital Fellow. 
Ben’s Cat tried the race again the next year, 
and lost by a half-length to Talk Show Man. 

Nov. 27,2013: Back on top at Penn National in 
the Fabulous Strike. Ben’s Cat outsprinted 
Ribo Bobo to win the $250,000 stakes 
for the second consecutive year. The win 
capped another five-win season (with a 
second and two thirds in eight starts) with 
$505,350 earned. 


July 12,2014: A wild win in the Parx Dash-G3. 
After opening the year with business- 
as-usual wins in the Mister Diz and Jim 
McKay, Ben’s Cat tried New York and 
finished fourth in the Jaipur-G3. Back 
at Parx, he won a three-way photo with 
Tightend Touchdown and Marchman in 
:56.62 for 5 furlongs. 

Nov. 29,2014: The Fabulous Strike at Penn 
National-again. Ben’s Cat ruled a fast track 
by 3y4 lengths over Grade 2 winner Bern 
Identity. 

May 15,2015: The Jim McKay Turf Sprint at 
Pimlico. Ben’s Cat was back for more in the 
fastest race of his life-at least by Beyer 
Speed Figure standards at 105. He won by 
a neck over Bold Thunder in :56.04. The 
win erased a loss to Bold Thunder in April. 

Aug. 22,2015: A sixth Mister Diz. The number 
of horses to win the same stakes as many 
times fits on one hand. 

Oct. 17,2015: The Maryland Million Sprint at 
Laurel Park. In a race he didn’t deserve to 
lose, Ben’s Cat finished second-beaten 
a dirty nose-to Jack’s in the Deck while 
giving away eight pounds. 

May 20,2016: Jim McKay Turf Sprint at 
Pimlico. His final win, his 26th in a stakes, 
was one of his best. Coming off an 
allowance prep May 1, he was fourth early 
and made up a little ground in the stretch. 
Over and over again, he looked beaten to 
everyone but himself-charging between 
4-5 favorite Rocket Heat and Spring to the 
Sky in the waning yards to win by a neck in 
:56.10 for 5 furlongs.

Time comes for Md,-bred Good Night Shirt, Tom Voss

F lat horses convert to jump racing 
all the time. Some were born for 2 
miles instead of 6 furlongs, a few 
can’t seem to process the starting gate, 
some mix running with jumping to find 
their true callings. 

And some even turn into Hall of 
Famers. 

Good enough to win two races on the 
turf at Pimlico as a 3-year-old, Good Night 
Shirt turned brilliant over hurdles—winning 
12 races including eight Grade 1 stakes and 
earning more than $1 million in a steeple¬ 
chase career that spanned four years. One 
of three American steeplechasers to earn 
seven figures, with Lonesome Glory and 
McDynamo, Good Night Shirt is the 19th 
steeplechaser and ninth Maryland-bred to 
join the National Museum of Racing’s Hall 
of Fame. 

He gets inducted Aug. 4 in a ceremony 
that will include Maryland-based trainer 
Tom Voss, jockeys Javier Castellano, Victor 
Espinoza and Garrett Gomez, and three¬ 
time Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl winner Goldi- 
kova (Ire). Five-time National Steeplechase 
Association champion Voss and dual 
Eclipse Award winner Good Night Shirt 
enter the HaU upon recommendation of 
the Steeplechase Committee, which meets 
every four years. 

Bred by Tom and Chris Bowman, 
and foaled at their Dance Forth Farm in 
Chestertown, Good Night Shirt might 
have gone to a sale as a yearling or a 2-year- 
old had he not grown like a vine in the 
woods—up, out, aU around. The chestnut 
was walking a shedrow at Fair Hill Training 
Center when my brother Sean Clancy saw 
him for the first time in 2004. 

“Who is that chestnut horse?” Sean 
asked before following him to the track to 


watch him train. Eventually, he talked to 
trainer Vince Moscarelli and found out a 
little more. 

“He’s a homebred of Mom’s and Doc 
Bowman’s. Unraced. 3-year-old,” Mosca¬ 
relli said. “Hasn’t done much, two-minute 
licked a couple of times as a baby, went 
home to grow up and now he’s just com¬ 
ing back.” 

A son of Maryland-bred Grade 1 winner 
and sire Concern, Good Night Shirt comes 
from deep Mid-Atlantic roots. His dam 
Hot Story was by Two Punch, Concern’s 
neighbor at Northview Stallion Station, 
and was bred in West Virginia by Burt 
Bacharach’s Blue Seas Music. Bacharach 
and the Moscarelli family raced Hot Story, 
who won four races and placed in a stakes, 
under the Country Roads partnership. Her 
dam, the Maryland-bred T. V. Commerical 
mare Media Girl, won a Charles Town 
stakes in 1984. Go back even deeper and 
you get Biava, a Bacharach homebred who 
won four times in California, and Loyal 
Ruler, the great-granddam of Bacharach’s 
star Soul of the Matter. 

Pedigree didn’t matter much when 
looking at Good Night Shirt, however. 

“He had me at hello,” Sean said. “He 
jogged like a soldier, galloped like a ser¬ 
geant and sauntered home like the gen¬ 
eral.” 

Sean and Lizzie Merryman bought the 
raw, unraced 3-year-old and turned him 
into a racehorse. He made three dull starts 
on the dirt, switched to turf and finished 
third at Colonial Downs in July. Two weeks 
later he won at Pimlico. A month after that 
he won again at Pimlico. Stepping up to 
stakes company was a brief debate, but 
Good Night Shirt finished seventh and 
10th in his final two starts on the year 


before being marketed as a steeplechase 
prospect. Though nobody predicted Hall 
of Fame, he fit the bill-useful on the flat, 
not overly raced, distance lover, built like 
an NFL tight end. 

The price was steep, but correct, at 
$50,000. Leading trainer Jack Fisher made 
it happen for owners Sonny and Ann Via. 
The Virginia residents had been owners 
for five years, and were about to take the 
ride of their lives. “The Shirt” won two of 
his first five starts for his new connections, 
then lost his next five over jumps (and one 
on the flat) before starting a blitz of suc¬ 
cess. Over his next 14 starts, aU in stakes 
company. Good Night Shirt won 10 times, 
placed second three times and was fourth 
once. In that mix came the eight Grade 
1 wins (including six in a row), back-to- 
back championships in 2007 and 2008 and 
legions of fans from Maryland to New 
Jersey, Virginia to Tennesee, New York to 
South Carolina. 

“He was just a big chestnut horse,” 
Fisher said of his first impression. “To be 
honest, he wasn’t brilliant as a young horse. 
He was kind of a big oaf And then he got 
better and better and better and better.” 

Fisher pointed to the 2007 Royal 
Chase-G1 at Keeneland as a turning point. 
Good Night Shirt was second at 22-1, 
beaten a neck by Mixed Up. 

“I wasn’t expecting it,” Fisher said of 
the effort. “He ran a really good race and 
I think he might have been able to win. 
He might have gotten squeezed a little bit. 
That put him on the stage of, ‘OK this is a 
really good horse.’” 

He won three of his next four and 
claimed the Eclipse Award as champion 
steeplechaser. The next year was even 
better as Good Night Shirt went 5-for-5

in Grade 1 company, earned a record 
$485,520 and repeated as steeplechase 
champion. 

“A lot of it has to do with confidence,” 
Fisher said. “Horses know when they get 
beaten and they know when it’s kind of 
fun. Especially early, there were a lot of 
un-pretty races. The jumping has a lot to 
do with it and it took him a long time to 
get his jumping down to where he was 
good at it.” 

Fisher repeatedly called 2008 an “easy” 
year. Good Night Shirt never missed a 
meal, didn’t lose a shoe, didn’t get a cough. 
He made, and won, every race in the 
schedule. 

“I had something that everybody else 
had to fear-that’s a good feeling,” Fisher 
said. “He was a chick ride, a cool horse [in 
the morning]. I bet you if you fell off he’d 
wait for you. Some horses get really upset 
before the race and the really good ones 
do not or none of the good ones I trained 
did. They walk in like, d am the king and 
Fm going to kick your butt’ and that’s the 
way he was.” 

In search of a third championship in 
2009, Good Night Shirt won the Grade 
2 Carolina Cup to start the season and 
finished second in the Grade 1 Iroquois. 
While prepping for an autumn return, he 
came up lame and was diagnosed with a 
fractured ankle. He had surgery, was loose¬ 
ly considered for a comeback and ulti¬ 
mately retired to Fisher’s farm in Monkton, 
Md. The 16-year-old spends lots of time 
cooling off in the pond with fieldmates 
Saluter, Costly Fun and some others. 

“They get to swim in the summer, it’s 
camp, life is good. Every day I drive down 
the driveway, he’s there. AU summer long 
he’ll be splashing out in the pond,” said 
Fisher. “In the summer time I open the 
fields up and have nine or 10 of them out 
there. The younger horses get out there 
and they’re big and bad. Within about three 
days, they’ve figured it out and know their 
places. Saluter and Good Night Shirt rule 
that field. They have respect for those two 
old guys.” 


Voss takes place among greats 

This isn’t how this was supposed to go. 
Tom Voss was supposed to win five more 
National Steeplechase Association champi¬ 
onships, produce another Eclipse Award 
winner or two, add to his Maryland Hunt 
Cup record, spearhead a few more John’s 
Call conversions, and generally do more 
Tom Voss things. 

And then get in the HaU of Fame. 

Of course, life doesn’t always foUow a 
script. Voss, a Marylander who succeeded 
with flat and steeplechase horses, died in 
2014 at 63 years old. He might have 
trained another 20 years. Instead, he left 
behind a legacy of good horses and intui¬ 
tive horsemanship in a career spanning 
almost 40 years. Voss won five NSA train¬ 
ing titles by races won (1997, 2000-02 and 
2011) and three more by earnings, won an 
Eclipse Award with 2010 champion stee¬ 
plechaser Slip Away and trained eight NSA 
divisional champions. Voss trained two 
Maryland Hunt Cup winners — Florida Law 
in 1998 and Welter Weight in 1999. 

Beyond the jumpers, Voss was known 
for success with flat horses in Maryland, 
New York, wherever the yeUow and black 
THV webbings were hung. 

He trained reformed steeplechaser 
John’s Call to the top of the country’s turf 
division. As a 9-year-old in 2000, John’s 
Call won two Grade 1 stakes and placed 
third (beaten a half-length) in the Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl. Twice a winner over hurdles 
five years earlier, John’s Call won 16 races 
and earned $1.5 million for his career 
before retiring to become Voss’ much- 
beloved and well-known stable pony. 

Voss could be difficult to explain, and 
even more difficult to get on the phone. 
Owner Betty Merck called him an “enig¬ 
ma.” Another owner referred to Voss, rue¬ 
fully, as “The Great Communicator.” 

For a 2002 feature in this magazine, I 
watched him work, listened to him talk to 
employees and deal with horses. I shared a 
seat with two (or eight) dogs while riding 
around in a pickup truck. I lost count of 
Altoids chewed and cigarettes smoked. I 
wrote 3,200 words, and barely spoke to him. 

People didn’t send horses to Voss for 
the feedback, or fireside chats. They sent 
horses there to win races and to get cared 
for a little bit differently. 

“He knows when his horses are right,” 
Todd Wyatt, Voss’ chief assistant for six 
years, told me for that 2002 story. “He can 
get them to a particular race and have a peak 
performance, which is hard. He’ll sit on them 
for a while and then he’ll cut them loose. 
He knows our horses, their idiosyncrasies, 
how they eat, what they do, and he knows

other horses too. He knows what kind of 
race his horse is in and whether he can win.” 

Voss turned John’s Call into a Grade 1 
winner after a bowed tendon. 

Voss once spun a tale of communicat¬ 
ing with Florida Law the night before the 
1998 Maryland Hunt Cup. The 12-year-old 
gray timber horse said he was going to win 
the 4-mile, 22-fence timber classic and did 
just that-in his sixth attempt. 

Voss won at Saratoga with first-time 
starters, steeplechasers and stakes horses. 

He befriended Bobby Frankel, another 
horse trainer’s horse trainer. 

Horses trained by Voss won NSA 
championships in every division-novice, 
timber, 3-year-old and fiUy/mare. 

Today, a little more than three years 
after his death, Voss’ daughter Elizabeth 
carries on as the trainer at Atlanta Hall 
Farm in Monkton, Md. The place has been 
home to five generations of Vosses. There 
are horses, dogs, equipment and people of 
every shape and scope and skill level. There 
is work to be done. The horses stiU drink 
out of yellow buckets, rattle yellow feed tubs 
and stand behind those yellow webbings. 

Sounding like her father, Elizabeth 
summed up her approach to taking over 
the barn back in 2014. 

“I hate running them,” she said. “I love 
training them. It’s nice to be out here with 
them every morning, but it’s hard to run them.” 

Outside Atlanta Hall, other trainers 
continue the legacy. Jack Fisher, Todd 
Wyatt, Joe Davies and others used time 
with Voss to kick start training success. 

“He started my training career,” Fisher 
said. “I worked for Tom and used to train a 
couple horses in the afternoon. He actually 
gave me my first barn. It was a shed out in 
the field. I had a barn with three or four 
stalls and I needed three more. There was a 
shed out in the field and he said, "You can 
have that.’ So I tore this thing down one 
summer and rebuilt it. It was not worth it.” 

But the lesson was. 

“Basically, you work hard and you pay 
attention,” Fisher said when asked what he 
learned. “Seriously, if you listen to the horses 
they’ll tell you if it’s good or bad, 4 don’t 
want to do this or I love doing this.’ ” ^ 
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Man o’ War’s 
impact felt 
in region, beyond 


ne hundred years ago this past March, the '‘mostest hoss” was born. Man o’ 



War, given that nickname by his groom Will Harbut, grew up to be one of 


racing’s all-time greats with 20 wins in 21 lifetime starts. Just his name conjures 


thoughts of brilliance, dominance and a power barely contained—even if there’s barely 
anyone alive who saw him race. He was that good. 

The chestnut carried plenty of regional connections, too. 

Marylander Adolphe Pons coordinated the sale of breeder August Belmont IPs 
yearlings at Saratoga in 1918. Man o’ War brought $5,000 on a bid by Samuel Riddle, a 
Pennsylvanian who owned Glen Riddle Farm in Berlin, Md. Man o’ War went to Glen 
Riddle for his early lessons and returned there for winter breaks. 

As part of a perfect 11-for-11 campaign as a 3-year-old, the great horse won the 
Preakness at Pimlico and the Potomac Handicap at Havre de Grace. 

That $5,000 yearling purchase ($80,000 by today’s standards) became a massive 
bargain. Man o’ War earned $249,465 on the racetrack. Riddle reportedly turned down 
$400,000 when the horse was a 3-year-old and even more once Man o’ War joined the 
stallion ranks. 

Man o’ War retired after his 3-year-old season and became one of the breed’s most 
influential sires, despite books of mares of about 25 a season. His son War Admiral won 
the Triple Crown for Riddle in 1937. Another son. Crusader, won the 1926 Belmont 
Stakes. Clyde Van Dusen won the Kentucky Derby in 1929 and the steeplechaser 
Batdeship won the Aintree Grand National in 1938. His male-line descendants include 
modern-day sires Tiznow, Tourist, Honour and Glory and others. On the female side, 
his name carries on through a variety of powerhouse families including Seatde Slew, 
Buckpasser, Dr. Fager, Raise a Native and so on. 

Beyond racing, Man o’ War’s status in society was well established. Some 1.5 million 
people visited him in retirement at Kentucky’s Faraway Farm. His funeral was broadcast 
live on NBC radio. The New York Times wrote an editorial about him after he died. He 
topped lists compiled by The Blood-Horse magazine and Sports Illustrated of the 20th cen¬ 
tury’s best horses. He even made ESPN’s list of the top athletes of the century. He’s 
appeared in books, poems and films, and been used to promote products of aU kinds. 

In celebration of the 100th anniversary of his birth, numerous racing organizations 
have organized tributes. The Kentucky Horse Park, where Man o’ War is buried under a 
massive bronze of his likeness, hosts “The Mostest Horse that Ever Was” exhibit through 
Nov. 1 at the International Museum of the Horse and even put on a lookalike contest (the 
winner was expected to be announced July 29) among a series of events. For more, see 
kyhorsepark.com. Saratoga’s National Museum of Racing hosts a special exhibit called 
“Man o’ War at 100.” 

Marylander Maryanna Skowronski’s personal remembrance of Man o’ War’s impact 
on her life—and her relationship with horses —sums up the feeling for many. Enjoy.

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Mj Man o’ War 

A.ll-time great produces more than a century of legend

f it’s possible to fall in love with a horse, 
I fell in love with Man o’ War in the sec¬ 
ond grade. It was Sister Corinne’s fault. 
The little Irish nun had told me that Walter 
Farley’s Man o’ War was an “eighth-grade” 
book and that I wasn’t permitted to check 
it out of the school library. WeU, nun or no 
you can’t teU a horse-mad little girl that she 
can’t read a book about a horse so, having 
talked my parents into a visit to the town 
library, home I came with that eighth- 
grade book. Read it cover to cover too. 
And what a cover. That head-on image of 
Man o’ War, vivid red, pounding down the 
stretch coupled with Farley’s fictionalized 
account of the big horse’s life grabbed the 
bit that was my imagination and ran away 
with me. This horse, who had died 13 years 
before I was born, became my equine idol— 
one whose story and connections have 
over the years cropped up throughout my 
life time and again. 

There was the bar-top display featur¬ 
ing Man o’ War, Whirlaway and Seabiscuit 
given to me by my Uncle George, who 
had gotten it from his brother-in-law, who 
owned a bar in Pennsylvania. My father, 
probably deeming a beer advertisement 
not exactly appropriate decor for a 9-year- 
old’s room, took a saw to the bottom 
half-thus obliterating the words Rolling 
Rock Beer. While I have it to this day I 
recently came across and indulged in the 
purchase of the unedited version. 

My best childhood friend, Bonnie Six, 
was lucky enough to have a Welsh cross 
pony mare with Thoroughbred blood 
whose line traced back to Man o’ War (her 
great grandsire) on her dam’s side. It was a 
point of pride for Bonnie and prompted 
envy in me. I didn’t even own a pony let 
alone one related to Man o’ War. 

At 12, I begged my mother for $3 to 
buy the unframed print of Big Red that 
I had found in a bin while she was shop¬ 


ping at a local discount store. Eventually, 
the adult me learned that it was not just a 
picture, but rather George Ford Morris’s 
portrait of Man o’ War with Clarence 
Kummer in the irons. It’s seen better days 
having been tacked to bulletin boards and 
doors but it’s stiU my favorite image of Red. 

It was around this time that I also dis¬ 
covered Joseph Estes’ 1937 poem, “Big 
Red”, in a book of horse stories collected 
and illustrated by C.W Anderson. 

The days are long at Belmont. 

Speed they never learn. 

And it’s many a day since Man o’ War 

Has looped the upper turn... 

I read it over and over until I had 
memorized aU of its 14 verses then 


stunned silence. In a bit of irony, I recently 
discovered that a Kennedy half-dollar had 
been melded into a “limited edition” coin 
with Man o’ War on its reverse. One of the 
more bizarre uses of both their likenesses 
I would say. 

Man o’ War was foaled in a time so 
far in the past that no living person saw 
him run and few living saw him at aU. Yet 
for 100 years he has been idolized and 
immortalized (for better and sometimes 
for worse) and his image capitalized upon 
or used in tribute by racetracks, artists, 
commercial entities, advertisers, writers, 
photographers and sculptors. Streets have 
been named for him. Maryland alone has 
at least three-one each in the towns of 


recited it aloud in dramatic 
fashion countless times 
as if it were some great 
Shakespearean verse or 
The Rime of the Ancient 
Mariner. It’s one of those 
heroic poems with phrases 
such as “Cast in a Titan’s 
mold” and “marked with 
the god’s own giving” and 
I’m honest enough to admit 
that even today when I read 
it my throat catches and I stiU 
become a bit misty-eyed at 
the final few lines. 

Fast forward to my 20s and 
I’m seated in the orchestra sec¬ 
tion of Baltimore’s Lyric the¬ 
atre waiting for a show to start. 
The couple seated behind me 
for some reason is arguing back 
and forth as to the date of John 
F. Kennedy’s birth. Unable to 
stay quiet I finally turn and say 
to them “It was 1917, the same 
year Man o’ War was foaled.” 
My remark was greeted by their

Berlin, Bowie and Havre de Grace. If his 
owner Sam Riddle had trademarked his 
horse’s name and visage he would have 
reaped astronomical dividends. 

The name and image of Man o’ War 
were used to promote beer—Falls City and 
Rolling Rock. Whiskey distillers included 
Old Fitzgerald, whose tribute came in the 
form of a figural decanter. If one imbibed 
enough of the product the decanter may 
have born a slight resemblance. Baltimore’s 
Lanahan distillery even gave their Hunter 
brand’s traditional foxhunting “First over 
the bar” gentleman a brief respite with 
Man o’ War whiskey. 

Over the years fans could chew Man 
o’ War gum, play Man o’ War pinball and 
collect Man o’ War trading cards. They 
could brew Man o’ War coffee and drink 
milk from Kentucky’s Man o’ War dairy. 
In 1930 the horse’s image was used to 


promote Johnsonburg Radio Tubes and if 
you made a mistake while typing or writing 
you would simply open up a bottle of Man 
o’ War Quick Dry Correction Fluid. You 
could run your Chicago Clearing Machine 
Corporation press. For them Man o’ War, 
wasn’t “just another horse” and their press 
wasn’t just another press. 

In the 1950s Mobil Gas featured him 
in prints ads. Homer Laughlin put him 
on china plates. In 1967 Breyer, which 
has built an empire marketing plastic like¬ 
nesses of every breed and famous horse 
from every discipline to millions of little 
girls, produced its first version of Man 
o’ War to be followed decades later with 
a Christmas ornament and a new 100th 
anniversary edition. 

There have been bracelet charms, jig¬ 
saw puzzles, silver ingots, postage stamps 
and post cards. The Pennsylvania Railroad 


taking full advantage of Sam Riddle’s 
patronage of the line while shipping his 
racehorses to and from his Maryland farm 
advertised the Man o’ War rail car, “a 
limited train for four-footed passengers.” 
Illustrative of Man o’ War’s popularity 
with the general public is McCloskey Man 
o’ War Spar (marine) Varnish. One would 
think its label would bear the image of a 
ship, that other man o’ war. It does not. 
Then as today its label features a racehorse 
running flat out. Perhaps the strangest of 
all though was Thoroughbred Udder-balm 
from the Man o’ War Remedy Company in 
Lima, Pa. On its label is a picture of a cow. 

So what is it about this horse that has 
garnered such praise and so many devoted 
fans for a full century? 

Walter Farley himself attempted to 
answer the question speaking of his own 
boyhood visit to see Man o’ War.

I was aware only of one thing, that for 
the first and perhaps only time in my life 
I was standing in the presence of a horse 
which was truly great, and it would be a 
moment to remember. 

What accounted for this stirring of 
the heart'^ For that is what it was. If one 
attributes it to the emotions of youth, what 
about my father’s adulation for Man o’ 
War? And all the others of his generation 
who had seen this horse and felt no differ¬ 
ently? 

Was the look in Man o’ War’s eyes 
responsiblefor it? ...Or was it the regal lift 
of his head, the giant sweep of his body or 
the dignity with which he held himself up 
for our inspection? Or, perhaps, a combina¬ 
tion of everything, for there was nothing 
about him that did not seem right to me. 


Film of Man o’ War exists. All one has 
to do is watch it to see some of what his 
early admirers saw The racing footage is 
grainy and incomplete. The films of him 
in retirement in Kentucky show a different 
horse than the one who competed. While 
the former capture some of the essence of 
power purportedly never fully unleashed, 
the latter films show glimpses of the regal 
presence so often mentioned. 

For the 30 years of Man o’ War’s life 
and beyond, virtually every noted painter 
of equine subjects has tried his or her hand 
at capturing what more than one writer has 
called “the look of eagles.” R.H. Palenske 
portrayed him in black and white draw¬ 
ings. Edward P. Buyck, Allen F. Brewer, 
Jr., Edward “Ned” Chase and J. Martin 
who may be less known today than during 
their lifetimes have also captured Man o’ 
War either in conformation form or with 


a rider up. Illustrator Wesley Dennis also 
painted and drew Man o’ War. A website 
maintained by Abby Beall and devoted 
to the artist’s work features an original 
pen-and-ink postcard drawing on which 
Dennis teUs the recipient “To remind you 
to always remember a great horse, Man O’ 
War.” Illustrator C.W Anderson created 
numerous renderings, color and black and 
white, for a number of horse books for 
young people. Sam Savitt, Fred Stone and 
Richard Stone Reeves have also captured 
him. Among the best though are George 
Ford Morris, Martin Stainforth, Thomas 
Percy Earl and Franklin Brooke Voss. 

Voss painted the great horse twice in 
1920. The paintings are titled Man o’ War 
as a Two-year-old and Man o’ War, Winner of 
the Kenilworth Park Gold Cup. The former is 
in the collection of the National Racing 
Museum in Saratoga and also served as the

cover image iot American Heritage magazine 
as well as for the museum’s Voss exhibition. 
Equine sporting art professional Michael 
Finney, grandson of the late Humphrey 
S. Finney, former editor of The Maryland 
Horse, said of Voss’ work: “The paintings 
are a prominent example of Voss’ best 
work. They are as good a rendering of the 
living embodiment of the power of that 
horse as you will find.” 

Humphrey Finney himself, writing in 
his 1974 autobiography. Fair Exchange, said: 

In my opinion, Man o’ War was the 
greatest horse we’ve ever had. . . You can 
judge by the impression each great horse 
made on the people who were watching him. 

Physically, Man o’ War was a robust 
individual with very strong bone. He 
wasn’t a ^juality” horse, he was a big, 
rugged, heavyweight-boxer type. He carried 
his head higher than most horses do, and 
was simply the picture of immense strength, 
ruggedness and character-always. 

However, of all the works created on 
canvas to immortalize the stallion the 
paintings of the late artist and Harford 
County, Md., resident Vaughn Flannery 
are the most unique. The November 1947 
issue of The Maryland Horse features a 


photograph of Flannery as he prepares to 
capture on canvas the horse and his long¬ 
time groom Will Harbut. Commissioned 
by Walter M. Jeffords, Flannery completed 
at least seven paintings, now in private col¬ 
lections. According to Sotheby’s the series 
took 10 years to complete and the stark, 
somewhat brooding images are the last life 
portraits of the great horse to have been 
painted. 

Man o’ War has been portrayed in 
bronze as well as on canvas and paper. 
In 1931 Chicago’s Field Museum sent 
out a press release stating that a statue 
by Frederick Blaschk had been chosen to 
“portray the highest development in the 
museum’s series of models illustrating the 
evolution of the horse. . .” 

Sculptor Herbert Haseltine produced 
three bronzes of Man o’ War, yet his 
masterpiece is the larger-than-life statue 
that marks the site of Man o’ War’s grave 
at the entrance to Lexington’s Kentucky 
Horse Park. Recently restored, it stands as 
a reminder that visitors are entering hal¬ 
lowed ground. Commissioned by Samuel 
Riddle, the bronze and the grave were 
originally located at Riddle’s Faraway Farm, 
Man o’ War’s home for 25 years until his 
death Nov. 1, 1947. John Cline of the res-

toration firm Casting Arts and Technology opined that Haseltine’s 
work captures not simply ‘'a moment in time, but all time.” 

It’s been said that Man o’ War gave Americans a hero to root 
for during a time of war and financial concern. The advent of 
radio and nascent moving pictures are credited with bringing him 
into the public eye. But does that account for thousands of people 
attending the funeral of a horse that hadn’t raced in 27 years and 
for that funeral having been broadcast nationally over the radio? 

New York Herald Tribune writer Joe Palmer wrote at the time of 
Man o’ War’s passing 

The old days now at last were dead, the last link snapped. The 
Hmerican Turf had lost, and perhaps would never have again, a 
single living symbol, a breathing, high-headed, fiery horse which meant 
‘Racing!’ to every man of racing, and to every wandering tourist from 
Portland, or San Diego or Athens, Ga. 

Books have been written about Man o’ War and magazines and 
newspapers have recorded his life and achievements in thousands 
of words from the moment he first stepped into the sales ring at 
Saratoga to his passing at 30. In the end it aU comes back to the 
same questions: What is it about this horse? What causes racing 
fans and so-called experts to argue to this day as to whether he 
or Secretariat, the other Big Red, is the greater of the two? What 
causes people to discuss the “what ifs”? What if there had been 
starting gates? What if the surfaces were different? What if his 
competition had been different? What if? 

I have been to Belmont, Pimlico and Saratoga and have worked 
for a time within hailing distance of what was once the Havre de 
Grace Racetrack. All ground that Man o’ War trod. In Lexington 
for the Mid-America Hound Show at the Kentucky Horse Park 
I finally had the opportunity to see Haseltine’s tribute and the 
great horse’s grave. I have met his biographer, Dorothy Ours, and 
laughed with her over the story of Sister Corrine. On the 100th 
anniversary of his foaling I along with Michael Pons of Country 
Life Farm and former Harford County Executive David Craig 
made a pilgrimage to the old “Graw” site to pay a birthday tribute 
where Man o’ War ran his second to last race. 

I grew up in Harford County in the shadow of Country Life 
Farm. As a child reading that “eighth-grade book” I couldn’t have 
known that the farm’s founder, Adolphe Pons, had played a role 
in Sam Riddle’s purchase of Man o’ War. Nor, that in some distant 



future, I would ride the retired Alden’s Malibu, who bears a trace 
of the great horse’s blood although some seven generations back, 
through the woods and fields of that same farm. Neither could 
I envision myself kneeling on a living room floor while care¬ 
fully paging through books that had once belonged to Big Red’s 
breeder August Belmont. And now I wait (somewhat impatiently) 
as a recently discovered eight-milimeter home movie of Man o’ 
War, filmed in 1929, goes through the process of restoration at a 
film lab near Washington, DC. 

In the end I don’t think Eve answered my own question, “What 
is it about this horse?” I’m not sure it’s a question that has an 
answer. In the foreword to his book Walter Farley wrote: 

It has also been said of Man o’ War that “He touched the imagi¬ 
nation of men and they saw different things in him. But one they all 
remember was that he brought exaltation into their hearts. ” 

In some ways he stiU does. In the end he isn’t my Man o’ War. 
He belongs to us aU. ^

On the right track 

Improving S-year-old Timeline 
4-for-4 with powerful Pegasus romp

At 1-10 odds, Timeline didn’t disappoint, loose shoe and all, to remain undefeated in the Grade 3 Pegasus. 


T imeline kept his four-race record 
unblemished and ticked off another 
box on his linear chronology with a 
victory against four overmatched rivals in 
the Betfair.com Pegasus Stakes-G3 June 18 
at Monmouth Park. 

“We’re very excited about him,” said 
Woodford Racing founder Bill Parish, who 
with partner Ben Haggin, bloodstock agent 
David Ingordo and farm manager Mike 
Cline assembled the partnership of 15 that 
owns the Hard Spun colt. “Whenever you 
get one that’s lucky enough to go 4-for-4, it 
definitely creates a buzz and he’s run some 


good numbers. We’re going to give him a 
real class test in his next race.” 

It wasn’t just that the Chad Brown 
trainee stayed undefeated, it was the way 
in which he racked up those victories, 
which included the Peter Pan Stakes-G3 in 
May at Belmont Park, that piqued national 
interest. Timeline, unraced as a juvenile, 
this year has won on fast and off tracks, at 
four venues, from right off the pace, while 
closing from behind and from gate to wire 
as he did in the Pegasus. 

Even more impressive is that when 
he covered the lYu miles of the Pegasus 


under Javier Castellano, he did it despite 
suffering gashes on his right hind leg that 
cut through the wraps and with the shoe 
hanging off his foot. Timeline’s final time 
of 1:41.32 wasn’t far off the track record 
of 1:40.20 set by Formal Gold in the 1997 I 

Philip Iselin Handicap-G2. J 

“That just amazes me,” said Parish, also 
the general manager of the famed Lane’s ^ 

End Farm. “It looked like he sprung the j 

shoe just coming out of the first turn when j 

he must have clipped heels a little bit with 
the horse that checked behind him. He still 
ran so smoothly.” 

Parish packaged 10 colts in the Wood¬ 
ford Racing Honor Code partnership and 
named it for the 2015 champion older 
male, who was raced in a Lane’s End part¬ 
nership and now stands at the farm.

Timeline, out of the Empire Maker mare 
Azorina, was bred by Helen Alexander, 

Helen Groves and D.D. Matz, and was a 
$500,000 purchase at the 2015 Keeneland 
September yearling sale. 

“The partnership is all colts that we 
think have sire-type pedigrees and two- 
turn pedigrees,” Parish said. “David did all 
of the scouting until we got down to the 
short list. He loved this colt, and we’ve had 
great luck buying off of Helen Alexander 
and her sisters and mother.” 

Alexander, who watched Timeline grow 
up at her Middlebrook Farm in Lexington 
and said he was special from the start, 
chose the mating. 

Hard Spun is a son of the late three¬ 
time leading North American sire Danzig, 
and Azorina is a fourth-generation home¬ 
bred. She is from the family of champion 
and multiple Grade 1 winner Althea, a 
daughter of Alydar whom Alexander bred 
and campaigned with her mother and sis¬ 
ter, and she traces back to the family’s blue 
hen mare Courtly Dee. 

“That female family has crossed well 
with Danzig in the past, and had crossed 
well with Alydar,” Alexander said. “He 
[Timeline] has two crosses of Alydar. 

There weren’t really many opportunities 
left for sons of Danzig. DanehiU was aU 
Europe and Hard Spun is really what we’ve 
got left in the United States because a lot 
of his other sons in the States haven’t really 
made it.”

Timeline was Azorina’s first foal and she 
subsequently produced Mrs Hughes, an 
unraced 2-year-old filly by Into Mischief, 
and a yearling fuU-brother to Timeline. 
Another fuU-sibling was due this spring but 
the birthing process ended in tragedy 

“Unfortunately, we lost the mare 
this year,” said Alexander, whose fam¬ 
ily owned the formidable King Ranch, 
breeder/owner of 1946 Triple Crown win¬ 
ner Assault and 1950 Kentucky Derby 
and Belmont Stakes winner Middleground. 
“She had a dystocia and we lost her and 
lost her foal. It’s very sad and she was a 
young mare. It’s just one of those horrible 
things. We cried a lot over that one.” 

Should Timeline’s timeline remain 
intact, he’ll compete in the Grade 1 
Breeders’ Cup Classic in November. 

“There’s nothing more fun than this 
part of the business,” Parish said. “Having 
a good racehorse like this one is so excit¬ 
ing. It puts a little spring in your step when 
you’re doing everything else. It’s definitely 
a fun part of the game and what you dream 
about. We did this partnership in the hopes 
we could generate a sire prospect or two, 
and hopefuUy, that’s where Timeline is 
headed.” *

Coastal Showdown 

New York-based Frostmourne wins 
battle over Big Score in G2 Penn Mile

I n its short history, the $500,000 Penn 
Mile-G2 has become one of the top turf 
stakes in the first half of the season. 
This year’s stakes for 3-year-olds anchored 
a card that resulted in total handle of more 
than $3.2 milhon and didn’t disappoint, as 
it became a battle between horses from the 
West Coast and the East Coast that con¬ 
verged in Grantville June 3. 

From Cahfornia came favored Big 
Score, who won Keeneland’s Transylvania 
Stakes-G3 in April for trainer Tim Yakteen, 
as well as Cistron, from the John Sadler 
barn and winner of the Northern Spur 
Stakes in April at Oaklawn Park. 

The New York contingent included 
a pair from Todd Pletcher, Bronson 


and Bonus Points; two from George 
Weaver, Mo Maverick and Hohday Stone; 
and Frostmourne, from the Christophe 
Clement barn. 

Clement tabbed top New York jockey 
Irad Ortiz Jr. to ride Frostmourne, a son 
of Speightstown who broke his maiden at 
Saratoga last year in his debut and capped 
off his 2-year-old season with a victory in 
the Awad Stakes at Belmont Park. 

Sent off as the second choice behind 
Big Score, Frostmourne settled in fifth 
through the first three-quarters as the 
Michael Matz-trained Time to Travel set 
the pace. When Ortiz asked, the colt burst 
past the tiring Time to Travel and new 
leader Cistron, then kicked clear with Big 


Score closing for second. The final time on 
the firm course was 1:35.04. 

“We had a great trip,” Ortiz said. “Pve 
been working him behind horses the past 
month or two and he’s learned to relax. 
Last year as a 2-year old, he was a httle 
rank, a httle green. He relaxed nicely today 
and when I asked him, he reaUy took off” 

Bred in Kentucky by his owner, Richard 
and Sue Masson’s Green Lantern Stables, 
Frostmourne is out of the Theatrical (Ire) 
mare Leaning Tower. He was a $375,000 
buy-back at the Keeneland September 
yearhng sale and his record after the Penn 
Mile stood at three wins from five starts, 
with earnings of $417,800. 

■ After beginning her career in Cahfornia, 
HnR Nothhaft Horseracing’s homebred 
Grand Prix made the first foray in the state 
of her birth a successful one as she tri¬ 
umphed in the $100,000 New Start Stakes, 
the first stakes on the Penn Mile undercard. 

A half-sister to champion Finest City, 
also bred by Hank Nothhaft, Grand Prix 
was sent off as the second choice behind 
2016 Pennsylvania-bred champion 2-year- 
old fihy Rose Tree. 

With Javier Castellano aboard for 
trainer Gary Mandeha, Grand Prix stalked

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the early pace set by longshot Risque’s 
Diamond through the opening quarter of 
the 6-furlong test. While racing outside 
horses, the winner then took the lead 
on the turn and increased that lead to 2 
lengths in midstretch. Castellano kept her 
mind on business to the wire and she won 
by a length over the rallying Rose Tree. The 
final time was 1:09.61. 

“As I watched the race and the splits 
unfold [:21.90, :44.61, :56.77] and saw 
her hold off a reaUy nice fiUy like Rose 
Tree, she actually exceeded my already- 
high expectations,” said Nothhaft, a Silicon 
VaUey entrepreneur who races in California 
and in Pennsylvania, and is a strong sup¬ 
porter of the Pennsylvania breeding pro¬ 
gram. “My thoughts as she came across 
the finish line were one of pride and 
thinking how cool that she’s living up to 
her name—Grand Prix—as well as her big 
sister Finest City.” 

Nothhaft, who stood the late stal¬ 
lion Silver Train at Northview PA, where 
Grand Prix was foaled, shipped the daugh¬ 
ter of Tale of the Cat to Pennsylvania from 
California several weeks before the New 
Start to take advantage of the state’s incen¬ 
tive program. 

“Grand Prix is a late foal [April 28] and 
is stiU maturing,” said Nothhaft. “Also, 
she runs well on turf, dirt and Tapeta. 
Depending on her performance going for¬ 
ward I can shoot for the [Presque Isle 
Downs] Masters Stakes-G2 in September 
or fall back on the original plan to pursue 
the Pennsylvania-bred circuit. Being from 
Sharon, Pa., the Masters is a special race 
for me, and maybe Grand Prix will get me 
back there for the fourth year in a row.” 

Living The Life (Ire), a multiple graded 
stakes winner and millionaire campaigned 
by Nothhaft, won the Masters in 2014 and 
’15 and finished second in 2016. 

Grand Prix, out of the Lemon Drop 
Kid mare Be Envied, earned $60,000 for 
the New Start and subsequently finished 
second in a June 26 allowance at Penn 
National against older mares to boost her 
career bankroll to $126,510. 

■ A salty group of turf sprinters lined up 
in the $200,000 Pennsylvania Governor’s 
Cup, and 55.75 seconds later the tote

board lit up, but not with the official prices. 
Stewards hit the ‘"objection” sign and took 
a look at the replay after Paco Lopez, 
aboard California shipper Richard’s Boy, 
claimed foul against Ortiz, the rider of 
Bold Thunder, for interference in the final 
furlong. They eventually disquahfied Bold 
Thunder to second, and put up Richard’s 
Boy in the 5-furlong dash. 

Bold Thunder, trained by Patricia Farro 
for Andrew SuUey, led every step, setting 
sizzhng sphts of :21.78 and :43.81 while 
maintaining a nearly 2-length lead over his 
six opponents. But the frenzied pace took 
its toll inside the eighth pole as the 7-year- 
old son of Bold n’ Flashy, third in the race 
in 2015 and 2014, tired and ducked out 
sharply, forcing Richard’s Boy to steady 
and stop his momentum.

Perfect Blend 

Standardbred, Thoroughbred mix 
helps Machizes find winner’s circle

H e brings decades of experience 
from the Standardbred world. She 
brings the same experience from 
the Thoroughbred world. Together, they 
have found success breeding and racing 
Thoroughbreds in the Mid-Atlantic. 

Meet the husband and wife team of 
Gary and Stacy Machiz, who achieved a 
perfect trifecta June 10 with Late Breaking 
News, a son of Jump Start, whom they 
bred, own and Stacy trains. 

Late Breaking News won a $59,030 
allowance going 1 mile and 70 yards on 
the main track to earn a nifty $39,480. It 
was his third lifetime victory, and increased 
his earnings to $134,460. The victory came 
after Late Breaking News took the lead, 
opened up by 2 V 2 lengths, lost the lead to 
To the Victor in the stretch and got up 


to win by a half-length under Anthony 
Salgado. 

“He rode a perfect race,” said Stacy 
Machiz. “Late Breaking News can be very 
headstrong, so if he shoots to the front 
too quickly you can’t get him to settle back. 
He wasn’t asked out of the gate, and then 
when the other horse passed him, I was 
shocked that he was able to come back 
again. He was very game, and I was proud 
of both the horse and the jockey. It was 
really exciting.” 

The victory came on the same day as 
one of America’s signature events, a fact 
not lost on his co-owner. 

“That race was our Belmont Stakes,” 
Gary Machiz said with a laugh. 

Gary developed many top Standard- 
breds during his 35 years as a trainer. 


including Arizona Jack, winner of the 
$1 million North America Cup in 1996, 
and Breeders Crown winner Tyberwood, 
named 2-year-old champion colt in 1999. 

Both horses were co-owned by Gary 
and his father, Leon Machiz, and Barry 
Rubenstein Farms. Leon, who retired in 
1998 as chief executive officer of the 
electronics company Avenet Incorporated, 
had been active in harness racing for nearly 
four decades, was involved in the owner¬ 
ship of the great Australasian mare Robin 
Dundee, and was an original shareholder in 
the syndicate of the trotter Speedy Crown, 
one of the most successful trotting sires 
in history. Leon passed away in November 
2002. 

While Gary Machiz continued to train, 
and also worked as a TV analyst at Yonkers 
Raceway and Meadowlands, he eventually 
stepped away from Standardbred racing 
in 2013. 

“He always said it wasn’t the same after 
his father died, because it was something 
they shared together,” said Stacy. 

The Machizes met at an ALS benefit for 
a mutual friend, and wedding bells soon 
rang. Stacy, who trained primarily on the 
New Jersey circuit under her maiden name 
McMuUin, said she’s learned many things 
from her husband. 

“He’s taught me a lot,” she said. “He’s a 
really good horseman. He’s an expert when 
it comes to soundness or lameness issues, 
£ as well as issues relating to the way a horse 
I is shod.” 

I Stacy trained the second dam of Late 
5 Breaking News, the New Jersey-bred 

1 Shelly’s Gorgeous, a multiple allowance 

2 winner. The mare’s foal of 2005, a Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred filly named Very Distinctive, 
was nearly sold for $10,000 until the buyer 
backed out after becoming suspicious of a 
strangely healed cut on her ankle. 

“She was a beautiful fiUy,” said Gary. 
“I thought the ankle didn’t look bad, and 
so we made an offer and bought her. The 
ankle was never a problem, and she went 
on to be a stakes winner for us and made 
over $160,000.” 

Gary said in the couple’s home there 
are two pictures on the mantle—Very 
Distinctive and Late Breaking News. 

“Late Breaking News always showed 
promise as a young horse,” Gary said. 
“He’s tough, focused, and has an in-charge 
attitude. He walks the hotwalker, just like 
Very Distinctive did. They’re very much 
alike that way. When Very Distinctive was 
in training, I had been used to hot-walking 
Standardbreds, and I remember one time 
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she took me for quite a trip around the 
barn. I handed her back to Stacy and said, 
1 quit.’” 

While Late Breaking News is a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred, and trains at Rising Sun Farm 
in New Egypt, N.J., Very Distinctive 
is boarded at Majestic View Farms in 
Gardiner, N.Y. She has a 2-year-old colt by 
Dublin named Manly Yes, and a yearling 
colt by Drosselmeyer named Alert the 
Media. She is in foal to Munnings. 

As for Late Breaking News, Gary 
summed up the feelings he and Stacy had 
when he captured the Parx allowance race. 

“When a homebred wins, you’re so 
proud and the emotion is so overwhelm¬ 
ing,” he said. 

■ Speaking of family affairs, the full-sisters 
Pink Princess and Disco Rose each found 
the winner’s circle June 3. Older sister Pink 
Princess, a 7-year-old, won the fourth race, 
while 4-year-old Disco Rose captured the 
fifth. 

Both are by Weigelia, who stands at 
WynOaks Farm in Delta, Pa., and are out 
of the Disco Rico mare Katarica Disco. 

Pink Princess, who has made all but two 
of her 44 lifetime starts in Pennsylvania, 
prevailed by 314 lengths for a $20,000 tag 
in a 5-furlong turf event for trainer Jorge 
Navarro and owner Robert Donaldson. 

Disco Rose, who was graded stakes- 
placed at 2, annexed a $60,020 allowance 
at 1 mile and 70 yards by 514 lengths under 
Frankie Pennington for trainer Butch Reid 
and owner LC Racing. 

The victories pushed the sisters’ lifetime 
earnings to nearly identical levels. Pink 
Princess earned $385,672, while Disco 
Rose is just a shade behind, at $382,560 
from 25 starts. 

■ Siralfredthegreat returned to the races 
in March after more than 214 years on 


the sidelines and he’s won two of three 
starts with a second since for trainer Kate 
DeMasi, who co-owns the gelding with 
Sardello Racing Stable. 

Purchased for $62,000 as a 2-year-old by 
DeMasi’s Pewter Stable and Dave Sardello 
at the 2014 OBS June sale, Siralfredthegreat 
made his debut that September at Parx, 
finishing third. He went to the sidelines 
following that effort, an extended period 
DeMasi attributed to “maturity issues.” He 


finished second in his March 21 return, 
which set him up for his maiden-breaker 
April 30. 

Siralfredthegreat rewarded DeMasi’s 
patience again in taking a $53,578 allow¬ 
ance May 30, boosting his earnings for the 
year to $65,000. He’s a son of Belgravia, 
who stood in Florida before being export¬ 
ed, out of the More than Ready mare 
Pretty Ready. ^

C hasing heavy favorite Rose Brier from 
the outset, Bert and Diana Firestone’s 
Special Envoy reeled in the defending 
champion after a stretch-long duel to take 
the $75,000 Edward Evans Stakes by a 
nose at Laurel Park June 24.

finished behind Rose Brier in their last four 
stakes meetings, including a length loss in 
last year’s Evans. 

“Not to take anything away from Rose 
Brier. He’s a nice horse and he’s very 
accomplished; it was just a great perfor¬ 
mance today,” trainer Arnaud Delacour 
said. “I didn’t tell much to [jockey Daniel 
Centeno]. He knows the horse and he 
knows that if you let Rose Brier have an easy 
lead and don’t challenge, you can’t catch 
him. He did a great job, and the horse was 
game today. He was sharp enough to get 
position and the rest played out perfect.” 

Amy Moore’s multiple stakes winner 
Queen Carohne set a leisurely pace before 
sprinting away in the lane to defend her 
title with a 1%-length victory in the Nellie 
Mae Cox.

She opened this year with two off-the- 
board finishes, most recently a fourth in 
Pimhco’s Grade 3 Gallorette. 

“This was the third race after we gave 
her a layoff, and it was a good race to give 
her a lot of confidence,” trainer Michael 
Matz said of the 4-year-old Blame fiUy 
“We ran against some pretty good fiUies 
so far, so hopefully she can continue on.” 

Alex Cintron sent Queen Caroline to 
the front from post eight and they cruised 
through the opening quarter in :25.16 and 
a half in :49.75. Longshot Andrasta gave 
early chase before fading and Armoire split 
horses to launch a mild bid in the stretch 
but was no match for the winner, who hit 
the wire in 1:36.24. ^__

Sam E Enghsh IPs Tiz Our Time, the 
lone female in a field of eight, inherited 
a lead none of her rivals seemed to want 
and had plenty left to put them away in the 
stretch for a 4-length upset in the White 
Oak Farm. 

It was the first time in 15 races Tiz 
Our Time, a 5-year-old daughter of Tiz 
Wonderful, crossed the wire first, complet¬ 
ing 5/2 furlongs in 1:02.09 over the Fort 
Marcy layout. Her only previous victory 
came two starts back when she finished 
second but was elevated to the win via 
disquahfication in a Feb. 1 maiden special 
weight at Charles Town. 

Jevian Toledo, given the mount for the 
first time by trainer Pete Twisdale, was 
able to relax Tiz Our Time on the front 
end despite fractions of :22.98 and :45.08. 
Two Notch Road, the 10-year-old defend¬ 
ing winner, took a stalking position to her 
outside with Available right behind. 

“The strategy was to try to be close, 
but I didn’t see anybody want to go to the 
lead so I took it,” Toledo said. “As soon as 
I asked her in the stretch she responded 
right away, and she tried really hard.” 

Lawyer Dave closed late to be second 
with Lime House Louie third. Two Notch 
Road, favored at 6-5, finished fifth. 

R. Larry Johnson’s homebred Do What 
I Say powered down the center of the track 
to catch front-running Awake the Day and 
edge clear late to win the Gilpin in 1:01.80. 

It was the second stakes win of the day 
Cintron and the first for 4-year-old Street 
Magician fiUy Do What I Say ($27) in just 
her seventh start. 
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Rose Brier (right) finished second in the Evans, and galloped off into retirement.

ROSE BRIER RETIRED 

Panic Stable’s Rose Brier, whose five 
career stakes victories aU came at Maryland 
tracks and owns a 1 -mile track record over 
Laurel Park’s turf course, was retired from 
racing in July, trainer Jane CibeUi said. 

The 8-year-old Mizzen Mast gelding 
won 14 of 40 career starts and finished 
with $527,116 in earnings. Most recently 
he was second by a nose to Special Envoy 
in the Edward Evans June 24. 

“He didn’t come out of that race that 
great. He had a bit of filling in an ankle and 
sometimes he gets that. I wasn’t too awful 
concerned but he wasn’t quite right so we 
just kind of backed off him and jogged 
him a little bit,” CibeUi said. Westerday I 
just didn’t Uke the way the ankle looked. We 
ultrasounded him and he’s got a very smaU 


tear in his suspensory. It’s very minor but 
he’s 8 years old and if he can’t compete at 
that level we’re not going to jam him down 
into claiming races or anything Uke that. 
He’s been too good to us.” 

Rose Brier joined CibeUi prior to his 
4-year-old season in 2013, breaking his 
maiden that August at Monmouth Park. 
He would go on to win the Bert Alien 
against Virginia-breds from 2014-16 and 
the open Henry S. Clark in April 2016, aU 
at Laurel. In the Clark, he set the course 


record for 1 mile on the Kelso Turf Course 
in 1:33.11. 

Bred by BUI Backer, Rose Brier sold for 
$67,000 as a yearUng and made four starts 
for trainer Anthony Granitz before mov¬ 
ing to CibeUi. 

“When I got him he started out in 
maiden claiming ranks and just got better 
and better as he got older,” CibeUi said. 
“Apart from that, he’s just a nice horse to 
be around. He’s got a great personaUty. 
We’U certainly miss him.”

SHIMMERING ASPEN 
GETS HER STAKES WIN 

Hillwood Stable’s Shimmering Aspen 
returned to her winning ways in impres¬ 
sive fashion June 17, shaking free of an 
early speed duel and opening up down the 
stretch to a commanding 5%-length vic¬ 
tory in the $75,000 Alma North. 

The 7-furlong stakes for 3-year-old fil- 
hes was the first of 21 stakes worth $1.67 
million during Laurel’s 33-day summer 
stand that continues through Aug. 20. 

Sent off as an 8-5 favorite in a seven- 
horse field that included the return of 
Grade 1 winner Yellow Agate, Shimmering 
Aspen completed the distance in 1:23.12 
over a main track labeled good following a 
passing late afternoon shower. 

It was the first start for Shimmering 
Aspen following her stakes debut in the 


IVs-mile Black-Eyed Susan-G2 May 19 at 
Pimlico, where she took a short lead into 
the stretch before fading to seventh. Prior 
to that, the gray daughter of Mahbu Moon 
had reeled off three victories by 16% com¬ 
bined lengths. 

“My people did a great job after the 
Black-Eyed Susan. They got her confi¬ 
dence back,” trainer Rodney Jenkins said. 
“I just watched.” 

It was the first stakes victory for jockey 
Steve Hamilton since his return last sum¬ 
mer from a 10-year retirement. Breaking 
from post two, the 43-year-old had her 
outside stakes winner Crabcakes through 
fractions of :22.62, :45.37 and 1:09.94. 

“Mr. Jenkins and I talked it over in the 
paddock and we kind of knew people were 
going to be gunning for us a little bit. We 
didn’t want to change her style or tactics,” 
Hamilton said. “I didn’t rush her off her 


feet. She put us in the race early and basi¬ 
cally I was kind of trying to slow her down 
and keep something to finish with, and it 
aU worked out.” 

NEWS AND NOTES 

Jockey Julian Pimentel will miss the 
rest of the summer and at least the early 
part of the fall with back and knee injuries 
suffered in a spiU during training hours 
July 1. Agent Roniel Garcia said Pimentel, 
36, fractured the T-12 vertebrae in his 
back and tore the meniscus and broke the 
kneecap in his left knee when the horse 
he was exercising fell past the second 
wire and landed on him. The horse did 
not break down and was unhurt, Garcia 
said. Doctors placed Pimentel in braces to 
immobihze his knee and back with possible 
surgery pending an MRI exam. Pimentel 
has won more than 1,500 races in North 
America . . . Two-year-olds were busy 
early on in the meet. Narrow Leaf Farm 
homebred Cheese On won for trainer Cal 
Lynch and jockey Sheldon Russell June 
17. The Maryland-bred son of Scipion 
covered 5 furlongs in :58.44 and paid 
$26. Two races earher even-money favorite 
Limited View, trained and co-owned by 
John Salzman Jr., was an easy gate-to-wire 
winner in :57.95 seconds. Salzman bought 
the bay daughter of Freedom Child for 
$5,200 at the 2016 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
fall yearhng sale and she earned $29,640 for 
the win. On July 2, Kerri Szegi’s homebred 
Nauti Buoy was a determined winner of 
his career debut for trainer Erin McClellan 
at 29-1. He ran 5y2 furlongs over the 
Dahha Turf Course in 1:03.07. Favorite Da 
Da Da Dude, fourth in his June 17 unveil¬ 
ing for owner-breeder Sagamore Farm, 
was 1 % lengths ahead of Street Copper in 
third. Quest Realty’s Madame X. ($26.80) 
had no anxious moments in her debut to 
open the July 2 card, going gate-to-wire 
to romp by 9% lengths in 1:03.97 over 
the All Along turf layout. A $22,000 RNA 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May sale, 
the daughter of Exchange Rate trained 
in Virginia by Susan Cooney rolled down 
the lane under a hand ride from Sheldon 
Russell. .. Cooney and Russell also teamed 
up with Carolina Shag, who halted a 
nearly two-year layoff to win an allowance 
at 15-1 June 17. The 6-year-old Cooney 
homebred daughter of Bop won by a neck 
for her third hfetime win. She hadn’t run 
since Aug. 8, 2015, when involved in a spill 
that sent Russell to the turf aboard another 
horse. ^

Late Opener 

With eyes on bigger fieids, more turf, 
management opts for early June start

D elaware Park commenced its 80th 
season of racing a htde later this 
year, June 3, but is running the same 
81-day schedule as it has the last few sea¬ 
sons by continuing deeper into the fall and 
until Oct. 21. 

As in the past, an ongoing concern 
in the minds of track management was 
whether there would be enough horses 
on the grounds, as well as in the region, 
to fiU races. Presenting robust cards would 
ultimately determine the financial health 
of the Stanton track, despite the fact that it 
receives a share of revenue from expanded 
gaming. 

While Opening Day featured several 
contests with good wagering opportuni¬ 
ties, overall handle was down from 2016’s 
opener despite the same number of races 
on the card. On-track handle in 2016 was 


$175,302 and total handle $766,983, versus 
$213,577 and $604,315 this year. 

John Mooney, Delaware Park’s director 
of racing, planned for the delayed June 
start to bolster cards with turf racing, 
which traditionally did not start until two 
to three weeks into the meeting. Mooney 
said running later into the fall would 
extend the turf season and help keep train¬ 
ers on the grounds that might traditionally 
venture south. 

“The potential starters per day has 
increasingly become stronger later into the 
season with each passing year,” Mooney 
said. 

Delaware Park’s 2017 schedule features 
racing Mondays, Wednesdays, Thursdays 
and Saturdays, with average daily overnight 
purses of $170,000. A stakes schedule 
comprised of 11 events, with a combined 


value of $2.05 rnilhon (not including the 
overnight stakes), was topped by the track’s 
signature race, the $750,000 Delaware 
Handicap-Gl, and its strong supporting 
card July 15. 

Many trainers who raced at Delaware in 
2016 are back, including Larry Jones, Tom 
Proctor, Scott Lake and Anthony Peco- 
raro; the jockey colony features several new 
faces, including Mitchell Murrill. Edwin 
Gonzalez, second-leading rider at Tampa 
Bay Downs this past winter, is dividing his 
time between Delaware and Monmouth 
Park. Apprentice Carlos Carrasco, younger 
brother of Eclipse Award winner Victor 
Carrasco, is riding in Maryland and Dela¬ 
ware. 

The Opening Day card included a dou¬ 
ble by longtime Delaware trainer Michael 
Gorham. Wayward Farm’s I Am Superior 
Too won the opener, a $4,000 claimer 
going 5/4 furlongs. Gorham also saddled 
John Minchello’s Breezed Bayou, a 5-year- 
old son of Lemon Drop Kid, to win in a 
5y 2 -furlong claiming race later on the card. 

Two days later, Gorham brought back 
one of his top runners. Old Coach Farm’s 
You Know Too, for her 2017 debut in an 
allowance for 3-year-old fiUies. Despite a 
nine-month layoff. You Know Too was 
ready and came from off the pace to win 
the 5V2-furlong dash by 5 lengths. The 
daughter of Colonel John and the Pulpit 
mare Palais Versailles won her debut last

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June at Delaware before a second in the White Clay Creek Stakes 
in early August. 

The Opening Day feature, a 1-mile and 70-yard allowance, was 
won by Brereton Jones’ Proud and Fearless, a 3-year-old daughter 
of Proud Citizen trained by Jones who drew off by 9 lengths as 
the favorite. 

■ Trainer Anthony Pecoraro jumped out to an early lead in the 
standings with nine wins from 27 starts through July 6. 

Pecoraro nearly had 10 wins, but for the disqualification of 
Black Cloud Stable’s Eightyeightmph June 5 in a maiden special 
weight for 2-year-olds. Eightyeightmph, making his career debut 
and also the first starter for Country Life Farm’s freshman sire 
Freedom Child, came into the stretch three-wide but nearing the 
eighth pole lugged in and bumped Pachi the Grey several times 
before prevailing by a head. 

Stewards lit the inquiry sign immediately, with jockey Angel 
Cruz also lodging an objection. Eightyeightmph was disqualified 
to second for interference, handing Pachi the Grey the victory. 

“That was a tough beat,” Pecoraro said. “A lot of people who 
saw the race didn’t think he should have come down, but that’s 
racing. He’s going to be a nice horse.” 

While Eightyeightmph missed out on the chance to be 
Freedom Child’s first winner, Pecoraro was able to saddle the first

winner for freshman sire El Padrino, who stands at Northview PA 
in Peach Bottom, Pa. 

That winner was Black Cloud Racing’s Whereshetoldmetogo, a 
winner of his debut June 8. The $7,000 purchase by Black Cloud 
at the 2016 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearling sale at Timonium 
earned $16,500 for his first effort. 

Another winner for Pecoraro, Roman HiU Farm’s 3-year-old 
Hot and Heavy, scored a front-running victory in an allowance 
June 19 at 7y2 furlongs on the turf Pecoraro, who has spent three 
decades in the game, lives in Newark, Del., and divides his year 
between Delaware Park and the Florida tracks. ^

Investment Incentive 

Funkhouser sees new stallion 
as important to state industry

T he impact of leading national sire 
Tapit in the breeding shed and on the 
racetrack has trickled down to smaller 
regional breeding farms that operate on 
lower budgets. One of them is O’Sullivan 
Farms, which obtained Aldrin, a three- 
quarter brother to Tapit who will stand at 
stud in 2018. 

Aldrin is an attractive proposition for 
the Funkhouser family, which continues 
its longtime commitment to the improve¬ 
ment and growth of the West Virginia 
Thoroughbred breeding program. 

Aldrin is by Mahbu Moon—himself a 
top national staUion—out of Tap Your 
Heels, the dam of Tapit. Aldrin sold for 
$1 milli on at the Keenelend April sale of 
2-year-olds in 2014. 


“He’s obviously a good-looking horse, 
and he worked nine and fourth-fifths sec¬ 
onds [before he sold as a 2-year-old],” 
said Randy Funkhouser, who owns and 
operates O’Sullivan Farms just outside of 
Charles Town with his family. “It’s about as 
fast as I’ve seen a horse work. He’s from an 
incredibly strong sire line—it goes way back 
to Pocahontas’ family—and Malibu Moon is 
the best A.P. Indy son out there. All of that 
made Aldrin very attractive to us.” 

Aldrin’s first four dams produced the 
stallions Relaunch, Ghtterman, Rubiano 
and Tapit. 

Aldrin broke his maiden in March 2016 
at Tampa Bay Downs in his seventh start 
after a series of seconds at Belmont Park, 
Aqueduct and Keeneland. He didn’t win 


again but finished second twice in allow¬ 
ance races at Santa Anita Park as a 4-year- 
old before his retirement this spring. 

The Kentucky-bred was purchased by 
Gainesway, Mt. Brilliant Stables and Bob 
LaPenta at the Keeneland sale and even¬ 
tually sold to Altamira Racing Stable in 
California. Funkhouser and his son, John, 
who manages the farm, had been following 
Aldrin and heard he could be available. 

“I immediately told John, We’re going 
to get him,’” Funkhouser said. “I’m pleased 
as punch that we did. He had been out of 
training but he’s looking fit again here at 
the farm. 

“He’s the best-bred horse to enter stud 
in West Virginia and possibly the Mid- 
Atlantic region, and I think he has the 
potential to be one of the best sires in the 
area. The only thing is he doesn’t have is 
a stellar race record—but if he had been a 
major stakes winner, we wouldn’t have been 
able to afford him.” 

O’Sullivan hasn’t set a stud fee, but 
began offering 20 transferrable hfetime 
breeding rights. Funkhouser said the objec¬ 
tive is to attract good mares that hopefully 
will make up a book of 50 to 60. 

“The breeding rights are for people 
who would hke to make an investment in 
him,” Funkhouser said. 'We don’t believe 
in pushing a horse; we want him to be at a 
comfortable level [of mares bred].” 

Funkhouser, the longtime president of 
the Charles Town Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association, said it’s impor¬ 
tant for Thoroughbred owners and breeders 
to provide evidence of investment in the 
business, which in West Virginia and other 
states is sometimes viewed by lawmakers as 
a drain on state funds given the link between 
gaming revenue and horse racing. 

Not only did the state legislature in the 
mid-1990s pass a racetrack gaming biU, vot¬ 
ers in each county with a racetrack weighed 
in via referenda. 

“Hopefully, this will help speak to politi¬ 
cal entities in West Virginia and the Mid- 
Atlantic who say we’re receiving a subsidy,” 
Funkhouser said. 'We and others have made 
a sizable investment [in the industry], and we 
need to get that message across.” 

West Virginia lawmakers repeatedly 
have dipped into the horsemen’s share of 
revenue from racetrack-based video lot¬ 
tery terminals, and as recently as last year 
legislation was introduced that would have 
“decoupled” purse and breeding funds 
from gaming. 
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SLIP THE CABLE EUTHANIZED 

On a dreary late April afternoon when 
retired Russell Road, a winner of more than 
$2 million, three West Virginia Breeders 
Classic Stakes, and the longtime king of 
West Virginia-breds, was at the track to lead 
the post parade of the Russell Road Stakes, 
2016 West Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes 
winner Slip the Cable romped in his 2017 
debut in the Confucius Say Stakes to signal 
he was ready for another big season at the 
top of state-bred ranks. 

But on the evening of June 8 at Charles 
Town, things took a bad turn when the 
gelding owned and bred by Jeff and Susan 
Bunco’s Coleswood Farm was eased after 
taking the lead in a state-bred allowance 
race that looked more like a stakes. The 
5-year-old by Midshipman out of the Not 
For Love mare Hard to Get was vanned 
off and later euthanized due to his injuries. 

Slip the Cable signaled his quality early 
on as a 3-year-old-he won a maiden special 
weight in his career debut, and then rat¬ 
tled off two allowance victories at Charles 
Town. A fifth in the Robert G. Leavitt 
Stakes followed, but then the gelding won 


the West Virginia Lottery Breeders Classic 
Stakes for 3-year-olds and ended his 2015 
season with another allowance win, aU at 
home. 

Jeff Runco, who trained the gelding, 
sent Slip the Cable to Delaware Park for his 
2016 debut, and he finished fourth in an 
allowance race. A return to Charles Town 
produced a second in another allowance, 
but a trip to Mountaineer for the Northern 
Panhandle Stakes for state-breds produced 
a lackluster sixth. 

Runco drew a line through that effort, 
and less than three weeks later Slip the 
Cable won an allowance at Charles Town. 
He trained up to the lucrative West Virginia 
Breeders Classic Stakes and defeated 
favored Charitable Annuity by lengths 
on a sloppy track. 

The latter, who won the 2015 Breeders 
Classic for owner Mark Russell, turned the 
tables on Slip the Cable in the A Huevo 
Stakes in early November. He also was the 
winner of Slip the Cable’s final race. 

Slip the Cable had eight wins and 
two seconds in 14 starts for earnings of 
$379,114. 


STORM DAMAGES BARNS 

A severe storm that blew through 
Charles Town at about 8 p.m. July 5 dam¬ 
aged three barns and power lines, but no 
humans or equines were injured. And live 
racing went on as scheduled the following 
night. 

The barns have fiat roofs with newer 
terraces atop. The fiat roofs on two of 
the barns weren’t seriously affected, but 
another was badly damaged, said Erich 
Zimny, the track’s vice president of racing 
operations. Part of the fiat roof blew off, 
leaving seven stalls exposed. 

The affected horses, trained by Runco, 
were moved to other stalls. 

“All of the others were able to stay in 
their barns,” Zimny said. “We probably got 
pretty lucky.” 

The National Weather Service indicated 
the damage was caused by a small tornado 
capable of wind speeds of 65-80 mph. 
Debris from the one roof damaged power 
lines, and fencing also sustained damage. 

Zimny said repair work on the barns 
was underway soon after the incident. ^

Swagger Jack first winner 
debuts in Puerto Rico 


T he first 2-year-old win¬ 
ner from the first crop of 
Grade 1-winning sprinter 
Swagger Jack was first-time 
starter Swagger Strike, who 
drew off to a 2k4-length score 
at Camarero Race Track in 
Puerto Rico June 11. 

The dark bay colt bred in 
Kentucky by Diana Shoop 
campaigns for Establo Villa 


Real and is trained by Luis 
Ramirez. Out of the Scorpion 
mare Macchiati, he sold as a 
yearling for $6,000 at the 
Keeneland September sale. 

Swagger Jack stood his first 
year at Millennium Farms in 
Kentucky, and has eight foals in 
his first crop. After standing 
one season at Nicks Farm in 
Indiana he moved to Pennsyl¬ 


vania in 2016. The 9-year-old 
dark bay now stands at Xan- 
thus Farms in Gettysburg, Pa., 
and is the only son of champi¬ 
on sire Smart Strike standing in 
the region. 

Swagger Jack earned 
$460,519 in 18 starts over three 
seasons, and counts the Grade 
1 Carter Handicap among his 
five wins. His best season came 
at age 5, when in addition to 
taking the 7-furlong Carter, he 
was second twice in graded 
stakes—in the 1-mile Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap-G2, to 
Discreet Dancer, and the 7-fur- 
long Gulfstream Park Sprint 


Championship-G3, to Fort 
Loudon. 

Bred in Virginia by Edward 
P. Evans, he is out of the pro¬ 
lific Lyrical Prayer, a daughter 
of The Minstrel. Swagger Jack 
is a half-brother to 11 other 
winners, including graded win¬ 
ner and stakes-producer Tap 
Dance, stakes winner Grand 
Prayer, the dam of millionaire 
Valid, and to three s takes- 
placed runners, including 
Lyrical Ghost, dam of Silver- 
side, a four-time champion in 
Spain and highweighted older 
horse at 5 to 7 furlongs in 
Germany. 


Stakes winner Cage Fighter 
gets chance at new career 



C huck Lawrence is the first 
to say he has a weU-round- 
ed operation at Fair Hill 
Training Center. In addition to 
the trainer’s barn of runners are 
show ponies, his wife’s show 
horses and fox hunters, and the 
stallion Cage Fighter, who cov¬ 
ered his first mares for Lawrence 
and Matthew Schera late this 
spring, after the 7-year-old came 
off the track. “We want to see 
him have some fun and see 


some of his babies,” said 
Lawrence, the horse’s trainer 
since claiming him from Ken 
and Sarah Ramsey at Saratoga 
in August 2014 for $40,000. 

Winner of the 2015 PTHA 
President’s Cup Stakes at Parx 
and multiple graded s takes- 
placed. Cage Fighter retired 
with six wins and eight placings 
from 19 starts, for earnings 
of $398,471. The majority of 
those earnings came after the 


claim. Lawrence and Schera 
had given their new acquisi¬ 
tion eight months off after tak¬ 
ing him, and were rewarded 
with an allowance victory at 
Pimlico in his return. In Cage 
Fighter’s next five outings, 
all stakes - four graded - he 
won the PTHA President’s 
Cup over yielding turf at IVs 
miles, was second in Pim¬ 
lico’s Dixie-G2 and Belmont’s 
Knickerbocker-G3, third in 
Monmouth’s Oceanport-G3 
and fourth in the Monmouth 
Stakes-G2. In the IVs-mile 
Knickerbocker, he led aU but 
the final jump. “J^st got beat 
at the wire, by a finger,” noted 
Lawrence. 

In his only start in 2016, 
Cage Fighter pulled a shoe and 
injured a foot in Laurel’s Henry 
S. Clark Stakes and was back on 
the shelf He returned this year 
in Aqueduct’s Danger’s Hour 
Stakes April 9 and finished 
third, but exited with a torn 
suspensory and was retired. 

“He was really good to us 
and we want to be good to 
him,” said Lawrence. “We’re 
not really looking to try to 
stand him but if we can get 
some foals on the ground and 
see how he hits, who knows.” 

A son of Closing Argument, 
from the In Reality male line 
through Successful Appeal and 


Valid Appeal, Cage Fighter is 
out of the winning Pulpit mare 
Untamed Passion. His second 
dam, graded stakes winner 
Lotta Dancing (by Alydar), pro¬ 
duced Super Derby-G2 winner 
Fantasticat and is the granddam 
of Grade 1-winning sprinter 
Centralinteligence. 

“He has the neatest person¬ 
ality and is a really good-look¬ 
ing horse,” said Lawrence. “If 
he can pass on the heart that he 
had, then we’d be happy. He 
tried . . . every foot he laid 
down on the racetrack, he tried. 
That’s what’s we’re looking 
for—the heart and desire.” 

Cage Fighter started his 
breeding season at the end of 
April and covered four mares. 
Three were confirmed in foal 
(although one was carrying 
twins and lost both when one 
was pinched). The fourth was 
bred late and had yet to be 
checked as of mid-July. 

“Next year we hope to have 
between five to 10 mares to go 
to him,” said Lawrence. “This 
year was more of a test crop.” 

He added, “It’s a crazy thing 
to do, but we had the availabil¬ 
ity of plenty of stalls, and we 
thought we’d give him a chance 
and have a little fun.” 

The mares will foal at the 
smaller of Lawrence’s two Fair 
Hill barns.

Freedom Child’s first winner 
scores easily in Laurel debut 



T he leading Mid-Atlantic 
freshman sire, and top-20 
nationally, through mid- 
July was Country Life Farm’s 
Freedom Child, who got his 


first winner June 17 at Laurel 
Park. First-time starter Limited 
View led throughout the 5-fur¬ 
long maiden special weight for 
2-year-old fillies and drew off 


in the stretch to win by 3y4 
lengths over six rivals as the 
1.10-1 favorite. Her time of 
:57.95 was less than a second 
off the track record set by 
Maryland Thoroughbred HaU 
of Famer Dave’s Friend in 
1980. 

Trained by John Salzman 
Jr., who owns the bay fiUy with 
partners Fred Wasserloos and 
George Greenwalt, Limited 
View was bred in Maryland 
by Barbara Smith and is the 
first winner from four foals of 
racing age for her dam Loves 
to Glance (by Not For Love). 
Salzman purchased Limited 
View at the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic fall yearling sale for 
$5,200 from the consignment 
of Bill Reightler. 

Limited View was the sec¬ 
ond starter for Freedom Child. 
His first, the colt Eightyeight- 
mph, crossed the finish line 
first in a 5-furlong Delaware 


Park maiden special weight 
June 5, but was disqualified for 
bumping the runner-up in the 
stretch and placed second. 

Freedom Child has 36 juve¬ 
niles in his first crop. A 7-year- 
old son of former Country 
Life Farm stallion Malibu 
Moon out of the Deputy 
Minister mare Bandstand, the 
blaze-faced chestnut owned by 
Spendthrift Stallions stood this 
past season at the Bel Air, Md., 
farm for $3,000 live foal. 

A graded stakes winner at 3, 
Freedom Child won the Grade 
2 Peter Pan Stakes at Belmont 
Park while leading the 1 Vs-mile 
test at every call. In eight starts, 
he won twice, earning $170,072. 
Freedom Child’s second dam is 
Grade 1 winner City Band (by 
Carson City); his third dam is 
stakes winner Wedding Band. 
The family includes champion 
Shanghai Bobby.

H Norumbega —Stood at Bonita Farm, 

Darlington, Md. 

Graded stakes winner Norumbega, a 
son of Tiznow, was euthanized June 6 
due to complications from colic surgery. 
The 7-year-old gray had been sent to 
New Bolton Center in Kennett Square, 
Pa., for surgery for a cecal impaction 
May 26. “It’s such a shame,” said farm 
patriarch Bill Boniface. “I really loved 
that horse. I was so looking forward to 
him standing here.” 

Norumbega was in the midst of his 
first season at stud at Bonita. Booked 
to more than 20 mares, he has 14 mares 
confirmed in foal as of early July. 

Bred and owned by Stuart Janney III, 
Norumbega was one of seven stakes 
performers for his stakes-placed dam, the 
A.P Indy mare Meghan’s Joy, who also 
produced millionaire Ironicus, graded 
winners On Leave, Hunting and Quiet 
Harbor, stakes winner Seal Cove and 
graded stakes-placed Minister’s Joy, and is 
also the granddam of graded winner and 
course record-setter Onus. 


Norumbega won the Grade 2 
Brooklyn Handicap and was second in 
the Discovery Handicap-G3 and Skip 
Away Stakes-G3 in a 19-start career in 
which he won or placed eight times while 
earning $521,645. He stood his only sea¬ 
son for $3,000 live foal. 

H Cetewayo —Stood at Godstone Farm, 
Littlestown, Pa. 

Millionaire Cetewayo, a multiple Grade 
1 winner who raced until 10 before enter¬ 
ing stud at Judy Barrett’s Godstone Farm 
in 2005, was euthanized earlier this spring 
due to age-related infirmities. He was 23. 

A son of His Majesty out of the stel¬ 
lar producer Aletta Maria, the dam of 
additional Grade 1 winner Dynaforce 
and seven other stakes perform¬ 
ers, Cetewayo was trained primarily by 
Michael Dickinson over his nine sea¬ 
sons for his breeder Dr. John Chandler 
and won eight stakes, each at a dif¬ 
ferent track, including Saratoga’s Sword 
Dancer Invitational Handicap-Gl at 4 
and the Gulfstream Park Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap-Gl at 8, the latter the same year 
he set a course record of 2:27.50 for iy 2 


miles in Arlington Park’s Stars and Stripes 
Breeders’ Cup Turf Handicap-G3. 

The sire of 85 foals from eight crops, 
Cetewayo has progeny earnings of near¬ 
ly $1.5 million and sired stakes win¬ 
ner Lightning Electric, a member of his 
second crop. His final crop was born in 
2013, as breedings the next three years 
didn’t yield any foals.

H Corinthian — Sold to Turkey. Grade 1 
winner Corinthian, who stood at Pin Oak 
Lane Farm in New Freedom, Pa., since 
the 2014 breeding season, has been sold 
to stand at Evicmen Harasi in Kemalpasa, 
Turkey. He left the farm in early July. 

A 14-year-old son of Pulpit who won 
six of 12 starts, earned $1,267,273, and 
won three stakes, led by the Grade 1 
Metropolitan Handicap and inaugural 
Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile, Corinthian has 
seven crops of racing age, with 275 win¬ 
ners, a dozen stakes winners and progeny 
earnings of more than $15 million. In his 
four seasons at stud in Pennsylvania, he 
covered more than 100 mares.

With a stronger Timonium 
meet, what comes next?

C onsolidation in horse racing is 
unpleasantly inevitable. A realist can 
understand that industry economics 
almost demand it—but that doesn’t mean 
the realist believes it’s the best course in 
the long run. 

Take New Jersey for example. Has the 
closure of Garden State Park and Atlantic 
City Race Course been good for racing in 
the state, or the region for that matter? 
Thoroughbred racing lost one of the fin¬ 
est turf courses in the country when the 
owners of Atlantic City pulled the plug in 
early 2015. 

If Monmouth Park was offering 
$400,000 a day in purses for its 50-day 
meet and encouraging growth in the New 
Jersey-bred program, you might be able to 
make the argument. But the flagship track 
is struggling, and in turn, so is the state’s 
Thoroughbred breeding program. 

If you count fair meets, Maryland 
has lost far more racetracks than New 
Jersey, and a couple of them-Bowie Race 
Course and Havre de Grace-ranked as 
major facilities in the Mid-Atlantic region. 
Pimlico Race Course this year offered only 
12 days of racing, and its future appar¬ 
ently hinges on the results of a Maryland 
Stadium Authority study and, of course, 
money. 

Unlike New Jersey, Maryland does have 
year-round racing. The consolidation of 
racing opportunities at Laurel Park makes 
economic sense, but it does come at a 
price. Racing fans, and even horsemen, 
need at least some variety to stay fresh. 

When the old Maryland fair circuit 
was dismantled—not without politics—the 
beneficiary was Timonium, home of the 
Maryland State Fair. The bull ring ended 
up with more than a meet tied to a fair-40 
days from late July through Labor Day. 


But like the other “majorette” tracks 
of earlier days, Timonium, too, got the 
squeeze for a number of reasons. The 40 
days are now seven, and it now can proudly 
claim the only Thoroughbred fair meet in 
the Mid-Atlantic and Northeast regions. 

Anyone who has visited Timonium for 
live racing can see its value, and it certainly 
helps that the facility is located in a weU- 
populated area. Though an expansion of 
racing dates at the “Big T” seems a stretch 
in the current racing climate, Maryland rac¬ 
ing stakeholders gave the meet a big shot in 
the arm in late June. 

State Fair officials made their case for an 
improved Timonium meet with increased 
purses, and the MTHA, which negotiates 
purse contracts, agreed to a compromise. 
There won’t be “purse parity”-the same 
pots that are offered at the Maryland 
Jockey Club tracks—but the daily aver¬ 
age wiU increase to about $185,000 from 
$159,000, and there will be a stakes during 
the meet for the first time in many years. 

Under a collaborative initiative, the 
Coalition Stakes, which is named for the 
spirit of cooperation in Maryland, will 
carry a $75,000 guaranteed purse, with an 
additional purse enhancement of $25,000 
for Maryland-breds or Maryland-sired. 
Fasig-Tipton, which operates the Mid- 
Atlantic sales at the Timonium fairgrounds, 
will offer a $10,000 bonus if the winner is a 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale graduate. 

Bill Reightler, a member of the 
Maryland State Fair board of directors, 
said an upgrade of the racing program is 
part of a larger effort to use Timonium 
as a vehicle to introduce more people to 
Thoroughbred racing. He said the fair 
board is looking at ways to coax fairgoers 
to walk over to the grandstand for racing; 
one idea is to have the races broadcast on a 
large video board along the midway. 


“Timonium wants to be part of the 
renaissance we are seeing in Maryland, and 
we want to be a good partner,” Reightler 
told the MTHA board. “This is a great 
thing you’ve done [by increasing purses]. 
We can take this back to the board and it 
wiU give us more ammunition to do things. 
We’re also looking at ways to improve the 
paddock and offices.” 

This is a good strategy that dovetails 
with the joint efforts of the State Fair, 
MTHA and MJC to open a year-round off¬ 
track betting facility at Timonium. It may 
not seem like much, but raising the profile 
of racing in the state, little by little, will pay 
dividends. 

So what else can Maryland do in the 
absence of an elusive but probably nec¬ 
essary regional racing-dates strategy that 
benefits racing and breeding with higher 
purses and broader breeders’ awards on a 
multi-state level? 

This is one person’s pie-in-the-sky, but 
here goes: The rebuild at Laurel continues 
and it becomes a Breeders’ Cup host site 
and the primary track in Maryland; Pimlico 
is rebuilt as a multi-purpose facility with a 
one-month meet featuring the Preakness, 
and perhaps a Breeders’ Cup as well; the 
Bowie Training Center reopens with a 
modest OTB facility and small grandstand 
that can be used for horse shows and a 
short fair meet that would sit well with 
Prince George’s County officials; and a 
renovated Fair Hill gets several days of 
turf racing on the flat each year that no 
doubt would be well-received by the public 
but also by Cecil County politicians. 

Seems reasonable, right? Start small, but 
think big. ^

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If you attended the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation's 83rd annual yearling 
show-and maybe even if you 
didn't-you heard the cheers 
from the far side of the ring as 
the results of the champion¬ 
ship class were announced. 

"Whooooooo," went the 
call from Sally Eck and the 
Chanceland Farm crew as 
the Howard County farm 
swept the champion and re¬ 
serve champion honors at the 
Show June 25 at the Timo¬ 
nium Fairgrounds. Judge Dale 
Romans chose a bay colt by 


Noble Mission (GB) and the 
Speightstown mare Island 
Bound as champion while a 
bay daughter of Bullsbay and 
the Mineshaft mare Sheave 
won the reserve title. The two 
Chanceland-raised yearlings 
topped the day's other class 
winners-a Bandbox colt bred 
and owned by Hillwood Sta¬ 
bles and a Mojave Moon filly 
bred and owned by Bonita 
Farm. The day featured its 
usual four classes and 113 en¬ 
tries all competing for ribbons, 
trophies, grooms' awards, 
prize money and $40,000 in 


purse premiums for racetrack 
performances. 

Eclipse Award and clas¬ 
sic-winning trainer Romans 
judged each class with the 
help of his partner Tammy 
Fox, and liked what he saw. 

"I was very impressed with 
the whole event," he said. "It 
was a lot more stressful than 
I expected because you could 
feel the importance for every¬ 
body. But it was a lot of fun. I 
know how much work goes 
into raising a horse, so you 
take it seriously and make a 
good decision. The pride of

the Maryland breeder is sec¬ 
ond to none. It's very impres¬ 
sive." 

The champion caught Ro¬ 
mans' eye, but was tough for 
anyone to ignore. 

"The colt just has that 
smooth Northern Dancer-type 
look that I like in a horse," said 
Romans. "He's a young horse 
(foaled April 18) so he's got 
time to grow up. I don't know 
if any of that (Northern Danc¬ 
er blood) is there but that's 
what it looks like." 

The colt traces to Northern 
Dancer on the sire side via No¬ 
ble Mission's sire Galileo (Ire), 
whose sire Sadler's Wells was 
by Northern Dancer. 

Bred by Chanceland part¬ 
ners Bob Manfuso and Katy 
Voss, the bay colt strolled 
the ring with a purpose and 
brought plenty of flash with 
four white socks of varying 


lengths. That physical image 
and a foaling date were all Ro¬ 
mans had to go on, but the colt 
brought plenty of pedigree 
too. Noble Mission, a Group 
1 winner, European champi¬ 
on and full-brother to Euro¬ 
pean superstar Erankel (GB), 
stands at Lane's End Earm in 
Kentucky. Dam, Island Bound, 
won a Grade 3 stakes and four 
other races for Manfuso. Her 
two other foals, a 2014 Tiznow 
colt who sold for $500,000 as 
a yearling and a 2015 Animal 
Kingdom filly, have yet to 
race. 

The colt won Class II, for 
colts and geldings by sires 
standing outside of Maryland, 
by edging three from Dark 
Hollow Earm-Bodemeis ter 
colts out of Plum and Safe 
Journey and a Tapizar colt out 
of Red's Round Table. Saga¬ 
more Earm's Super Saver colt 


out of Roadtohanna (whose 
sister won the 2016 show) fin¬ 
ished fifth. 

"He was kind of a pick of 
all the guys on the farm," said 
Chanceland's Tommy Cash- 
man, who led the colt in the 
ring for the final. "He looks 
like a little speedball. We were 
kind of hoping he would get 
in there and get some recog¬ 
nition. The little colt is proud 
of himself. He walks like he's 
going somewhere, which you 
like to see." 

Barely outdone, the reserve 
champion is a long, tall classic 
bay with a tiny star between 
her eyes. Bred by Manfuso, she 
won the day's final class, for 
fillies by non-Maryland sires, 
and returned quickly for the 
championship round. Again, 
Romans had no pedigree in¬ 
formation, but tapped one of 
the program's standouts as 


the daughter of regional stal¬ 
lion Bullsbay (who has stood 
in Pennsylvania and Mary¬ 
land) is a half-sister to Grade 1 
winner Cathryn Sophia. 

"She's big and strong, built 
correct, moved well," said Ro¬ 
mans. "She just looked like 
class." 

When he found out her 
breeding, Romans was even 
more confident in his opinion. 

"It makes me think I might 
have done something right," 
he said. "It was very close to 
which one was going to be the 
champion and which one was 
going to be the reserve. That's 
a nice, nice filly and he's a 
very nice colt too." 

Manfuso paid credit to ev¬ 
eryone at Chanceland, which 
won its seventh championship 
and duplicated the 1-2 finish 
of 1992. 

"They're both solid horses 
and I'd like to say we're smart 
but I think we're more fortu¬ 
nate to have a good team 
working for us," he said. "It's 
absolutely exciting to be hon¬ 
ored like that. It's just a credit 
to our crew. They have a pas¬ 
sion about the business. It's 
more than a job. They take a 
lot of pride, an incredible 
amount of pride, in their 
work." 

Manfuso said the colt will 
likely be offered in a fall sale 
while the filly will be kept to 
race. Regardless, both were 
headed back to the fields at 
Chancelance for a month. 

"They'll go back out in 
the field tonight and proba¬ 
bly the first of August we'll 
start breaking them under

saddle," said Cashman of the 
15 Chanceland yearlings who 
took part in the show. "They'll 
get a little vacation now and 
get ornery and then we'll start 
all over again." 

The filly won Class IV, 
which included four Chance¬ 
land horses in the final five. 
The interloper was the run¬ 
ner-up, an El Padrino filly 
bred and owned by Sallyellen 
and Hugh Hurst. 

Ellen Charles' Hillwood 
Stables won the opening 
class, for colts and geldings 
by Maryland-based sires, 
with a homebred son of Band- 
box. Also raced by Hillwood, 
Bandbox stands at Northview 
Stallion Station and took home 
the trophy as the show's lead¬ 
ing sire with a class win and 
a fifth from five horses shown. 
Named Hello Amigo, the 
Class I winner edged a Eriesan 


Eire colt from Chanceland, a 
Tritap colt owned and co-bred 
by Jay Williamson and two 
colts by Super Ninety Nine. 

In Class III, for fillies by 
Maryland-based sires, Bonita 
Earm finished first and third 
with daughters of Mojave 
Moon and Etched who were 
so close they shared a stall for 
the day. 

"That's my fault," said 
Bonita's John Boniface as the 
fillies happily shared a flake 
of hay. "I didn't come down 
here yesterday and organize. 
The girls got here today and 
we hustled three stalls togeth¬ 
er for the three boys to keep 
them happy, but couldn't get 
two together for the girls. This 
has worked out, but it's going 
to be a little hairy when it's 
time to go back for that [cham¬ 
pionship] class." 


No matter, they looked 
good when it came time to 
show. The class winner is 
a homebred from the Ops 
Smile mare A Queen's Smile 
and a half-sister to four win¬ 
ners. Her best friend, out of 
the Meadow Monster mare 
Rhythmically, belongs to own¬ 
ers/breeders Monica and John 
Ryan of New Jersey. 

Like Chanceland, Bonita 
has been a long-time partici¬ 
pant at the show. 

"It's exciting to win and to 
have someone recognize your 
horse," said Boniface. "They 
come here and learn. It's good 
for them. You put them on the 
trailer, take them off the farm, 
expose them to new things. We 
brought [graded stakes win¬ 
ner and 1995 Preakness run¬ 
ner-up] Oliver's Twist here. 
Earth to Jackie, we brought so 
many here over the years that 


benefited just from coming. I 
like the history of the whole 
thing too."

First Maryland Thoroughbred 
Career Program deemed a hit

Six college students inter¬ 
ested in careers in the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry took part 
in the inaugural Maryland 
Thoroughbred Career Pro¬ 
gram June 5-10. 

The program, offered by 
the Maryland Horse Industry 
Foundation within the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation, attracted 13 original 
applicants and emphasized 
providing an introduction to 
the industry and the various 
careers associated with it. 

Jordyn Egan, director of 
development for the MHIF, 
spearheaded the program and 
was involved from start to 
finish, including conducting 
the interview process and se¬ 
lection of participants for the 
program. She also served as 
the primary coordinator, trav-

eling with the group through¬ 
out the week. 

"'Our goal was simple, to 
introduce a group of equine- 
inclined youth to the variety 
of opportunities in the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry and help 
them define the next steps on 
their career paths," she said. 
"We had a feeling that there 
would be interest in the pro¬ 
gram, but were blown away 
by the quality of applicants." 

The six young adults se¬ 
lected for the program came 
together because of a common 
interest in being a part of the 
industry, but their career aspi¬ 
rations varied. 

Tabitha Gregory of Fred¬ 
erick, Md., has a special in¬ 
terest in equine nutrition and 
metabolic processes. Katie 
Brooks of Columbia, Md., was 











initially interested in a pre- 
vet track, but since gaining 
experience in reproduction, 
has become open to exploring 
new options. Megan George 
of Reisterstown, Md., plans 
to continue to follow her pre- 
vet track, but also wants to 
explore opportunities involv¬ 
ing breeding and training. 
John Piassek of Cranford, N.J., 
is interested in the business 
side of the industry, includ¬ 
ing handicapping and racing 
journalism. Sidney Boots of 
Lexington, Ky, has a strong 
interest in fan education and 
agro-tourism, but she admits 
her passion for the industry 
keeps her eyes open to every 
opportunity available. 

The program was uniquely 
tailored to suit each partici¬ 
pant's area of interest, while 
remaining a broad overview 
of the industry. The first day 
included an introduction 
to the MHBA, along with 
the Maryland Horse Indus¬ 
try Board, Maryland Racing 
Commission, and the Mid-At¬ 
lantic Thoroughbred publication 
team. Students were educated 
about the purpose of each en¬ 
tity and provided an overview 
of the Maryland horse indus¬ 
try, from Ross Peddicord, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the MHIB. 
The sessions also included an 
explanation of the regulations 
within the industry, as en¬ 
forced by the racing commis¬ 
sion. 

The second and third 
days were filled with plenty 
of travel as the MTCP group 
ventured to and received be¬ 
hind-the-scenes looks at: Fair 
Hill Training Center, North- 
view Stallion Station, Heritage 
Stallions, Chanceland Farm, 
Country Life Farm, Merry- 
land Farm, and The Mill of Bel 
Air. Participants saw the daily 
operations of a training facili¬ 
ty away from the racetrack, a 
live breeding, as well as the 
opportunity to meet some of 
the state's top stallions. 

At Fair Hill, participants 
had the chance to talk to train¬ 
er Mike Trombetta and watch 
as his horses breezed on the 
track. The day also included 
a tour of the Fair Hill Equine 
Therapy Center, with a chance 
to hear from Bruce Jackson

about how he created the fa¬ 
cility. A quick trip to the office 
of Joe Clancy allowed partici¬ 
pants to hear from him about 
his roles with Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred magazine. The 
Saratoga Special, and his other 
journalistic and business en¬ 
deavors. Afterward, the group 
met Dr. Kathy Anderson of 
Equine Veterinary Care at Fair 
Hill, also receiving a tour of 
her facility that specializes in 
Thoroughbreds and Sport- 
horses. 

During a visit with Mi¬ 
chelle Jennings, an equine nu¬ 
tritionist at The Mill, interns 
learned how she assists clients 
in selecting the proper diet for 
their equines. Northview stal¬ 
lion manager Francisco Torres 
introduced the students to 
stallions Redeemed and Great 
Notion. Louis Merryman, 
general manager of Heritage, 
gave students a chance to 
watch a live breeding with the 
stallion Bourbon Courage. 

"I was very familiar with 
the front side of racing, but not 
so much as to the backstretch, 
farming, and the like," said Pi¬ 
assek. "Getting to experience 
those aspects, and therefore 
gain a fuller understanding 
of how racing works in Mary¬ 
land, was something I was 
looking forward to." 

The following day was 
spent at Laurel Park, start¬ 
ing in the racing office with 
assistant racing secretary Jil- 
lian Tullock. Students met 
Willie White, the president of 
the MHBA, as well as David 
Richardson of the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horseman's 
Association, and Tom La- 
Marra, the managing editor 
of THAracing.com. Students 
learned about the purpose of 
the MTHA within the state's 
industry, as well as the new 
programs that have been im¬ 
plemented, including Beyond 
the Wire, which focuses on 
Thoroughbred aftercare. 

A common theme among 
all of the speakers was provid¬ 
ing opportunities to include a 
younger generation into the 
industry. "It's always on my 
mind. . . how do we get the 
young people to appreciate 
this opportunity?" said White.

The afternoon concluded 
with a visit to Steuart Pitt¬ 
man's Dodon Farm, bringing 
the overview full circle with 
a visit to a Thoroughbred 
retraining facility and learn 
about Pittman's Retired Race¬ 
horse Project. The program 
promotes and awards the re¬ 
training of retired racehorses, 
culminating with a competi¬ 
tion each fall, at the Kentucky 
Horse Park in Lexington. The 
project promotes the versa¬ 
tility of Thoroughbreds, even 
after their racing careers have 
ended. 

The next morning started 
bright and early with a tour 
of Sagamore Farm in Balti¬ 
more County. Jocel 3 m Brooks 
provided MTCP with a tour 
of the breeding and training 
farm. The importance of detail 
in maintaining such a large fa¬ 
cility was emphasized, touch¬ 
ing on everything from the 
process of reseeding pastures 
to gate training young hors¬ 
es. After Sagamore, the group 
visited the Maryland Hunt 
Cup steeplechase course, with 
some insight provided by 
photographer Anne Litz. 

"Everyone we met was so 
kind and I felt that they gen¬ 
uinely wanted us to be a part 
of the industry," said Gregory. 


"We had so many people tell 
us that we could come back 
and spend a day with them 
and learn more about what 
they do." 

A trip to Dark Hollow 
Farm, owned and operated 
by JoAnn and David Hayden, 
gave students a look at a 
smaller scale breeding facility. 
The Haydens personal story 
of their entry into the racing 
industry exemplified that it is 
not necessary to be born into 
a racing family and that it is 
possible to make your own 
way and be successful. The 
day wrapped up with lunch 
at the Grandstand Grille in 
Timonium, with sales con¬ 
signor Bill Reightler, who dis¬ 
cussed the lengthy process of 
participating in the Fasig-Tip- 
ton yearling sale, at the state 
fairgrounds in Timonium. 

The week ended with a 
day at Laurel Park. Students 
sat down with Maryland 
Jockey Club president and 
general manager Sal Sinatra, 
who discussed racetrack man¬ 
agement. MJC staffers Carrie 
Everly (marketing), Phoebe 
Hayes (horsemen's relations) 
and Danell Bajkowski (sales 
and operations) also added 
perspective on their various 
areas of expertise. 


Students also had the op¬ 
portunity to hear from Frank 
Vespe, the founder and pub¬ 
lisher of The Racing Biz and 
Jim Steele, the manager of 
Shamrock Farm in Woodbine. 
The day concluded with a tour 
of the backside and a catered 
lunch, as a part of Maryland 
Horse Council's Day at the 
Races. 

"The most important thing 
I learned during the week was 
that there are so many options 
in working in the Thorough¬ 
bred industry," said Boots. "I 
had an idea of some things 
that I could do with horses, 
but I think it was important 
to see actual people in those 
roles and hear from them [in] 
the different paths they took 
to reach that point. It made 
entering the industry a lot less 
intimidating." 

New York-based racing ap¬ 
parel company Embrace The 
Race helped sponsor the pro¬ 
gram, outfitting the students 
in custom MTCP hats and 
shirts as a way to connect with 
industry newcomers. 

"For us, it helps to be in¬ 
volved with anything that 
promotes racing and pro¬ 
motes people getting involved 
in racing," said Mike DeAn- 
zeris of Embrace The Race. "I 
think it was a really good pro¬ 
gram and we're happy to be 
part of it." 

Despite the short time- 
frame, the MTCP offered stu¬ 
dents insight and exposure 
to nearly every aspect of the 
state's Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try. Interns met many of the 
top leaders, made important 
connections with industry 


professionals, and started the 
conversations necessary to 
navigate the steps needed for 
future employment within the 
sport. 

This year's class will serve 
as ambassadors for the pro¬ 
gram, all committed to ded¬ 
icating their career goals to 
become, in some form, a part 
of the Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred world. With two of the 
six participants from outside 
the state, Egan says she plans 
to open the program to attract 
others into Maryland, even 
considering heading out on 
the road to recruit students 
from out of state. Based upon 
the success in the first year, 
and the enthusiasm that it 
generated, the program's fu¬ 
ture looks bright in creating 
the bridge to guide young rac¬ 
ing enthusiasts into becoming 
industry professionals. 

"The inaugural group of 
six was made up of intelligent, 
kind, passionate people; the 
possibilities are truly endless 
for them," Egan said. "We are 
extremely grateful to the host 
facilities that welcomed us with 
open arms and look forward to 
doing it all again next year." ^

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Irish Sovereign is making her case 
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W inning just three races and earning a 

little over $100,000, Irish Sovereign may 
not have fulfilled her potential on the racetrack, 
but she’s more than made up for that in her 
second career. 

There may not be a broodmare anywhere 
in America having a better year than Irish 
Sovereign, who calls Overbrook Farm in Colts 
Neck home. Her best known offspring, of 
course, is Irish War Cry, whose year already 
includes wins in the Grade 2 Wood Memorial 
and Holy Bull Stakes and a second-place finish 
in the Belmont Stakes-Gl. While the spotlight 
was shining on Irish War Cry, his 5-year-old 
half-brother Irish Strait won the Grade 3 Red 
Bank Stakes at Monmouth May 27. It was the 
first graded stakes win by the son of English 
Channel. A third “Irish Sovereign,” 4-year-old 
Irish Defence, won a Jersey-bred allowance 
at Monmouth June 16 and won two races last 
year. She is by First Defence. 

Irish Sovereign has had six foals to race and 
all have won. 

“What these horses have done, it’s brought 
a lot of excitement to the farm, our friends, 
our neighbors and New Jersey racing,” said 
Overbrook farm manager Rory Huston. “New 
Jersey racing needs this type of thing to try to 
stimulate the breeding program because we 
are in a downward spiral. It has created a lot of 
excitement for everybody.” 

Huston was also the trainer of Irish 
Sovereign and still has a small string of horses 
for Isabelle de Tomaso, who owns the mare

and all her offspring. As a 3-year-old, Irish 
Sovereign, who is by Polish Numbers, broke 
her maiden at first asking, in a $40,000 maiden 
claimer at Aqueduct. Her best efforts would 
come the following year when she won a pair of 
New Jersey-bred allowance races at Monmouth. 
Huston always thought she had talent, but 
realized her career was sure to be hampered by 
physical problems. 

“I trained her along with my wife, Sharon, 
and she was a real project,” Huston said. “If you 
look at her she has a very poor hind end on her. 
My vet at the time told me, ‘If you get this mare 
to the races you deserve a medal.’ ” 

Twelve of Irish Sovereign’s 13 races were 
at 6 furlongs or shorter. She tried the 1-mile 
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Irish Sovereign's two best offspring: graded stakes winners Irish War Cry (left) and Irish Strait (right). 


distance one time, finishing eighth. Now her two graded stakes 
winners have won at 9 furlongs on the dirt and at 1 mile on the 
grass. That doesn’t necessarily surprise Huston. 

“The thing about New Jersey-breds, it’s hard to get a Jersey- 
bred race to go long,” he said. “We always wanted to try her at 
a distance, but most the time it just never worked out. She was 
a nice big mare. She looked like she could go further.” 

Irish War Cry has never run in a New Jersey-bred race as 
it was clear from the start he had the talent to take on open 
stakes company for his trainer, Graham Motion. Though he 
was born at Overbrook he was there initially for less than two 
weeks as he accompanied his dam to Kentucky so she could be 
bred again. Still, Huston remembers him as a standout foal. 

“He was nice big foal and he definitely stood out over the 
other ones,” Huston said. 

Irish War Cry returned to Overbrook that July before being 
sent to Brookdale Farm in Kentucky and later to Webb Carroll’s 
training center in South Carolina to prepare for his debut. 

Irish War Cry will now be pointed towards the Haskell, a 
race de Tomaso wants to win, perhaps, more than any other. 
She is the daughter of Amory L. Haskell, the founder of 
modern day Monmouth Park and the person for whom the 
race is named. 

Meanwhile, de Tomaso and her sister, Hope Jones, are 
keeping Huston and the team at Overbrook busy. Seventeen 
mares delivered foals at Overbrook this year, nine of them 
owned by either de Tomaso or Jones. 

“They are great owners and have been in the business a 
long time and have put a lot of blood, sweat and tears into the 


game,” Huston said. “It’s good to have owners like that. We 
really appreciate them.” 

The trajectory of Irish Sovereign’s broodmare career shows 
a change in de Tomaso’s approach to breeding. After being 
barren the first year to Pleasant Tap, the next three sires the 
mare was bred to were Oratory, Political Force and Even the 
Score. It’s only recently that de Tomaso has stepped up and 
started breeding to “A list” sires like Irish War Cry’s sire, 
Curlin. Huston said that’s due to a number of factors, one of 
them being her desire to produce a horse capable of winning 
the Haskell. He also said de Tomaso, who lives in Italy part 
of the year, has disbanded her breeding program over there 
because of the decline of that country’s racing industry. That 
has allowed her to focus more on her Jersey-breds. 

It will be a while before we see a new Irish Sovereign baby 
on the racetrack. After Irish War Cry, she was bred to Lookin 
At Lucky but was barren. She was bred back to the same sire 
and produced a filly named Lucky Irish, who is now a yearling. 
She however is a Kentucky-bred. The next in line is a Graydar 
weanling filly. A New Jersey-bred, she was born at Overbrook. 

Perhaps the Lookin At Lucky and Graydar offspring will 
also prove to be top horses, but it’s hard to imagine any of 
them outdoing Irish War Cry. The earner of $979,460 in his 
first seven starts, he will go down as one of the top New Jersey- 
breds ever. 

“I am very proud to have to been involved with that horse,” 
Huston said. “Especially since it’s been so long since a Jersey 
bred has been to the Triple Crown races and here he was the 
favorite in the Belmont. It’s been a proud moment for us, for 
the farm, for everybody involved. It’s once in a lifetime that 
you get an animal like that. That is if you’re lucky.”

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Rutgers’ McKeever elected president 
of Equine Science Society 


K enneth H. McKeever, professor in the Department of An¬ 
imal Sciences at Rutgers University, and associate director 
of research at the Rutgers Equine Science Center (ESC), was 
elected president of the Equine Science Society (ESS) at its 
bi-annual meeting June 2 in Minneapolis. The Society is the 
preeminent international body of equine researchers, teachers, 
extension specialists, and industry representatives whose focus 
is to promote quality research in the areas of equine science. 

McKeever will serve a two-year term as president, after 
previously serving on the Board of Directors as secretary/ 
treasurer and vice-president. Carey Williams, associate 
professor in the Department of Animal Sciences at Rutgers 
University and associate director of outreach at ESC, was also 
elected to the Board of Directors where she joins ESC director 
Karyn Malinowski. 


“It is a humbling honor to be elected by my peers to lead 
the Equine Science Society, and as president my major goal 
will be to work to build public awareness of the excellent 
research, teaching and outreach efforts of our members,” 
said McKeever. “The wide range of expertise provided by our 
members is a major resource for horse owners, veterinarians, 
policy makers, and anyone interested in better horse care 
through research and education.” 

McKeever will also strive to bridge a connection between 
past and future medical science, and its history of using 
horses as a comparative model. “We follow in the footsteps of 
those who used horses in the 18th and 19th centuries as an 
animal model for many of the classic discoveries in the field of 
medical physiology.” 


United States Supreme Court to 
hear sports betting case 


T he United States Supreme Court has decided to hear the 
case for sports betting, ensuring a nearly six-year battle 
will reach a final conclusion by early next year. 

The writ of certiorari, announced June 27, brings two 
consolidated cases before the court, Christie, Gov. of NJ, et al. 

V. NCAA et al. and NJ Thoroughbred Horsemen v. NCAA et al. 

“We are thankful the Supreme Court has recognized the 
importance of this case and are grateful that they will take up 
the matter this year,” said Dennis Drazin, advisor to the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemens Association. “It has been 
a very long road to get to today, which hopefully marks the 
beginning of the end of this unfair law that benefits certain 
states at the expense of all others.” 

That law, the Professional and Amateur Sports Protection 
Act passed in 1992, allows for only four states to presently 
conduct wagering on sporting events. In 2011, Garden State 
voters overwhelming backed sports betting and New Jersey 
then passed the Sports Wagering Act, permitting licensing and 
regulation of sports gambling. The State was subsequently sued 
based on the 1992 federal law, with on-going litigation since. 

“On behalf of Monmouth Park Racetrack, the New Jersey 
Horsemens group and the people of New Jersey, an entire 


team has been working ardently on this matter for years. It 
has been their hard work and sticktoitiveness that has brought 
about todays decision and hopefully a positive outcome from 
the Court.” 

“Em thrilled that we got certiorari at the Supreme Court,” 
said Gov. Chris Christie. “Very few cases get granted certiorari 
by the Supreme Court, so Em very optimistic and looking 
forward to having conversations later today with Ted Olson 
who represents us on the Supreme Court. And I don’t know, 
Em feeling pretty good he’s got a .750 winning percentage in 
the Supreme Court, so I feel pretty good having Ted Olson 
represent us. So you know, again, if the Supreme Court goes 
the other way I don’t know what our options are, but we’ll 
have to make that evaluation at the time. But the fact that the 
Supreme Court granted cert in this case is a very good sign for 
sports betting having a future in New Jersey. Em encouraged 
by it. We’re not declaring victory, but at least we’re in the game 
and that’s what we want to be.” 

The Supreme Court will likely hear this matter in the fall 
with a final decision to follow several months later.

The magazine is 
enhanced by the photography talents of 
the likes of Tod Marks, Douglas Lees and 
Lydia Williams. 

It is important to be side by side with 
other state programs where we can share 
our benefits and get ideas from others. 
The Ohio Fund Program is on an up¬ 
swing with the advent of racino/casino 
ownership of the three Thoroughbred 
tracks. JACK Thistledown Racino is near 
Cleveland in North Randall; Hollywood 
Gaming at Mahoning Valley (formerly 
Beulah Park) is just outside of Youngs¬ 
town and Belterra Park (formerly River 
Downs) is in Cincinnati. 


In issues after this, we will be writing 
about the history and evolution of each 
track and some of the great races and 
horses that made their mark in Ohio. 
Perhaps most importantly, we want you 
to know that the Ohio Stakes program 
offers over $5.79 million for horses bred 
in the state. With a stakes program over 
$1.2 million; Broodmare and Stallion 
Awards exceeding $1.7 million; and re¬ 
stricted purses/overnights/supplements 
granting over $2.5 million... it’s good to 
be an Ohio-bred. 

In the next edition of Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred we will provide you with 
details of the specifics of having your 
foal becoming an Ohio-bred to partici¬ 
pate in this growing program. We will 
highlight some of the top Ohio stallions, 
many new to the state, that are bringing 
top bloodlines to Ohio and have proven 
established performers at the races. We 
also have several very promising young 
stallions that have been well supported 
by breeders in and around Ohio. 
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Summer heats up fast en Ohie Derby Day

O hio Derby Day was a perfect 
one at JACK Thistledown with 
blue skies, comfortable tem¬ 
peratures and a three-stakes card that 
drew a sizable crowd June 24. There were 
food trucks, a bouncy house for children 
and a jockey autograph table next to an 
Alex’s Lemonade Stand, a foundation for 
childhood cancer. 


The Ohio Derby itself has once again 
been awarded graded stakes status and it 
drew four horses who ran in the crowded 
Kentucky Derby—all sporting trouble 
lines in their past performances. The race 
also drew nationally recognized jockeys 
Mike Smith, Julien Leparoux and Kent 
Desormeaux. OTBO members were well 
represented in the nine-horse field with 


Loooch Racing Stables sending a three- 
horse entry to the gate with Game Over, 
Vibe and Talk Less, while Maccabee Farm 
ran three-time homebred winner Hinton 
to post in the $500,000 test. 

Fast and Accurate, winner of the Grade 
3 Spiral Stakes, set the pace in the 114- 
mile race. Astride Grade 2 Louisiana Der¬ 
by winner Girvin, Mike Smith was con¬ 
tent to lay second until the final turn. He 
wrested the lead at the head of the lane 
and then repelled a strong challenge from 
Game Over. Odds-on Girvin led with a 
furlong to run, but Grade 2 Blue Grass 
winner Irap continued his momentum 
from mid-pack to draw even in the final 
yards.The top two hit the wire in tandem 
and after the photo finish was examined 
Irap took the top spot. Kentucky Derby 
contender Untrapped took third. 

“He broke good and we had a good 
position,” said Leparoux. “I was a little 
farther back in the first turn, but I was 
right behind Girvin and I knew that was 
the right horse to follow. He has that long, 
long stride, so I was able to get him going 
early and got there on time. I didn’t know 
that I had won, it was so close. 

A son ofTiznow and half-brother to 
champion Speightstown bred by Aaron 
and Marie Jones, Irap covered the dis¬ 
tance in 1:50.48. He is owned by Red- 
dam Racing and trained by Doug O’Neill.

T rainer Tim Hamm co-entered 
Leona’s Reward in the J. William 
Petro Memorial Handicap and 
George Lewis Memorial Stakes. Both are 
$75,000 races, only the Petro is restricted 
to fillies and mares and the George Lewis 
is for accredited Ohio-breds. Hamm opt¬ 
ed to take on the boys with his 4-year-old 
filly rather than match strides with 14- 
time winner Justalittlesmoke. 

That set up a match between last year’s 
leading accredited-breds with Leona’s 


Reward taking on her male counterpart 
Eightthehardway That being said, the ap¬ 
parent horse to beat was Ruberto Racing 
Stable’s Buckeye Bullet. He came into the 
Lewis a perfect 4-for-4 in 2017 including 
a win in the recent Mackey/Rowland 
Memorial that pushed his seasonal earn¬ 
ings to $100,320. The betting public 
backed him down to 3-5. 

All of Buckeye Bullet’s wins had come 
in sprints and the 4-year-old gelding was 
on top after 6 furlongs while setting mod¬ 


erate fractions, but there were 3 furlongs 
left to run and Leona’s Reward ranged 
alongside. They matched strides around 
the turn and just as Leona’s Reward 
got past the pacesetter she was engaged 
stoutly by Eightthehardway. They bat¬ 
tled through the final furlong with heads 
bobbing as they crossed the finish line. 
The possibility of a dead-beat was ban¬ 
tered about as the horses circled awaiting 
the decision of the placing judges. The 
tote board finally lit up. It was Leona’s 
Reward’s nostril in front on the photo. 
Buckeye Bullet retained the third spot. 

“I talked to Mr. Tim [Hamm] this 
morning and he told me to take her 
back,” said jockey Pablo Morales. “She 
was happy the whole way, I just tried to 
keep quiet and stay off the lead. I had so 
much horse and we couldn’t wait any¬ 
more. At the wire, I thought it was us or a 
dead-beat.” Bred by Blazing Meadows 
Farm and owned by Michael Friedman 
and Blazing Meadows, the 9-furlong test 
pushed her career earnings to $255,546. 
Blazing Meadows also bred runner-up 
Eightthehardway and both are sired by 
Mr. Prospector’s son Parent’s Reward. 


Jusialittlesmoke repeals in Petre 


T rainer Robert Gorham is a man 
with a plan where Justalittle¬ 
smoke is concerned. He took the 
exact same path to victory in this year’s 
edition of the $75,000 J. William Petro 
Memorial Handicap. The formula begins 
with a start in an optional claiming race 
leading to a win in the Angenora Stakes at 
JACK Thistledown. Now 5, the champi¬ 
on handicap mare of 2016 seems to be 
getting better with age. 

Though a dozen of her 15 wins have 
come at distances shorter than the lYie- 
mile Petro, she took back and stalked the 
pace in both of her wins in this race, and 
this year finished a full second faster than 
the previous year. “She’s better this year 
than she was last year,” stated regular rider 
TD. Houghton. “Everything about her is 
better, she’s more relaxed this season, 
when we were warming up in the post 


parade she didn’t turn a hair, she’s just re¬ 
ally sharp all the time.” 

Proper Discretion, a winner of 
$216,100, was recently acquired by 
Loooch Racing Stables and the riding in¬ 
structions for Ricardo Feliciano were ob¬ 
vious from the start-play “Catch me if 
you can.” At the half-mile marker, they 
were on top by 8 lengths in :46.20. 
Houghton sat chilly and didn’t make his 
move until they turned for home.

Revived mixed saie set fer December 


T he much-asked question,“Are we 
ever going to have another horse 
sale in Ohio?” has been answered. 
With the efforts of the OTBO Sales 
Committee and strong support of the 
Ohio a mixed sale will take 

place Sunday, Dec. 3 after a 10-year hiatus. 
The venue is the pristine Majestic Farm 
in Batavia, Ohio, which usually hosts 
dressage and hunter/jumper competi¬ 
tions. Majestic will be home to the 2017 
GIAG/USDF Region 2 Championships, 
Sept. 14-17. To see the facility, go to 
majesticfarm.net 

The sales committee was headed by 
OTBO vice president James Fraser and 
Dr. George Sikora DVM.They organized 
a feasibility study in Ohio, Indiana and 
West Virginia and received replies from 
numerous owner/breeders (primarily 
from Ohio) who indicated they had 
horses to enter into such a sale here. As of 
mid-June they totaled 146 lots—37 wean¬ 


lings; 39 yearlings; 50 broodmares and 20 
horses of racing age. 

The December date was voted on to 
allow horses that did not sell at one of the 
fall sales in Kentucky or Maryland anoth¬ 
er chance. Supplemental entries will be 
allowed for those horses. Horses will be 
allowed on the grounds for inspection on 
Saturday, Dec. 2. The sale date was also 
agreed upon because there is no live rac¬ 
ing in the state that day, which will allow 
owners and trainers at the Mahoning Val¬ 
ley meet to attend. The sale most likely 
will begin at 1 p.m., though the board 
will meet again to finalize certain details. 

There will be numerous outlets creat¬ 
ed to expand awareness for the sale in¬ 
cluding an exclusive sale website, a Face- 
book ad campaign, e-mail blasts to Ohio 
breeders, local and national advertising 
and a digital version of the sale catalog 
posted on the sale and OTBO websites. 
Depending on the number of entries, we 


expect to print approximately 2,400 cata¬ 
logues (a great opportunity for advertis¬ 
ing your horses or farm) and the sale will 
be available to watch via a live feed. 

The OTBO will work in concert with 
highly regarded Dan Mahaney Auction¬ 
eers on the sale. Recently, Mahaney, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director John Engelhardt and 
Barbara McCarthy, Director of Horse 
Operations, met at Majestic Farm to dis¬ 
cuss details of the sales weekend and tour 
the grounds.The sales veteran was smiling 
from ear to ear. “It is an over the top im¬ 
pressive facility,” said Mahaney. “It is very 
safe for the horses and user friendly for 
the consignors and buyers.”

• Marshaii Jenney Stakes, for 3-year-oids 
and up, 5 furiongs on turf 

• Dr. Teresa Garofaio Memoriai Stakes, 
3-year-oids and up, fiiiies and mares, 6 furiongs 

• Mrs. Penny Stakes, 3-year-oid fiiiies and 
mares, IVle miies on turf 

Not oniy is the afternoon a chance for 
owners, breeders and trainers to watch their 
Pennsyivania-breds compete, but it’s aiso an 
opportunity to meet oid friends and make new 
ones, as weii as enjoy a iuncheon buffet in the 
grandstand. 

“Pennsyivania’s Day at the Races is a day 
we aiways iook forward to,’’ said Bob Hutt, who 
heads Uptownchariybrown Stud LLC, formeriy 
Fantasy Lane Stabie. Uptownchariybrown Stud 
is a iimited partnership syndicate founded in

The staiiion, who aiready has $100,000-i- 
earner Midtownchariybrown in his first smaii 
crop, stands for $1,500 iive foai. Hutt is offering 
one of the best staiiion deais in the Mid-Atiantic 
region-breeders pay no stud fee untii the foai 
wins a race. 

Trainer John Servis is known for running his 
Pennsyivania-breds on Pennsyivania’s Day at the 
Races, many of which have been sired by Smarty 
Jones, the duai ciassic winner that he trained for 
Roy and Patricia Chapman. 

“it’s the ieast we can do for owners 
and breeders who continue to support the 
Pennsyivania-bred industry,’’ said Servis, in taiking 
about Pennsyivania’s Day at the Races, “it’s a big 
day for Pennsyivania-breds, and an exciting day 
for the industry. Aii of my owners iike to attend, 
even if they don’t have horses running that 
afternoon.’’ 

Servis said he has a few of his PA-breds in 
mind to run in the PA-bred stakes, inciuding the

four this year at Parx Racing and couid be a 
candidate tor the Banjo Picker Sprint. 

“These PA-bred stakes seem to come up 
tougher and tougher every year,” said Servis. 

Trainer Robert E. “Butch” Reid, who is 
based at Parx Racing, has had great success 
with Pennsyivania-breds the past few years. 
He’s especiaiiy fond of the progeny of the 
staiiion Weigeiia, who stands at Chip and 
Barbara Wheeier’s WynOaks Farm in Deita, 
and may run a tew on Pennsyivania's Day at 
the Races. 

“it’s a very good day-i reaiiy enjoy it,” 
said Reid, “it’s an opportunity to see other 
owners, trainers and breeders, and the PHBA 
aiways does a nice job putting it together. 
We’ve aiways got horses that we enter on the 
program, as my barn is more than haif fiiied 
with Pennsyivania-breds.” 

Reid has three fuii sisters sired by 
Weigeiia out of the Disco Rico mare Katarica 
Disco-Fat Kat, Disco Rose, and Pink Princess. 
Together, they have earned neariy $1.2 miiiion; 
Reid recentiy unveiied their 2-year-oid fuii 


brother. Smooth B, in a maiden speciai weight 
at Parx June 26. 

“We've invested heaviiy in that famiiy, 
because they can aii run,” said Reid. Katarica 
Disco has a yeariing Weigeiia tiiiy at WynOaks, 
who no doubt shouid be foiiowing in her oider 
sisters' hoofprints in the next few years. 

Reid said that Disco Rose, who is 
graded stakes-piaced, is very iikeiy to run on 
Pennsyivania’s Day at the Races. 

Dr. Jerry Koiybabiuk owns Freedom 
Acres in Moorestown, N.J., with his wife, 
Maria. He foais his mares in Pennsyivania 
because of the iucrative state breeding and 
racing program-which pays more than $30 
miiiion in Pennsyivania-bred awards, purses 
and bonuses-said that he tries to attend 
Pennsyivania’s Day at the Races each year. 

“i think it’s fantastic,” said Koiybabiuk, 
a retired generai surgeon who buiit Freedom 
Acres from the ground up and has been 
turning outtaiented runners since the 1980s. 
“i iook forward to the day, and it’s a iot of 


fun. instead of 10 stakes, iike some other 
state-bred days have, there’s five stakes that 
usuaiiy have big fieids, pius the maiden speciai 
weights and aiiowances on the card, it’s a 
chance to show up with a horse you’ve bred, 
win some breeder awards, and have others 
take notice of your horse, it’s aiways been a 
success.” 

Koiybabiuk is the owner and breeder of 
muitipie stakes winner and graded stakes- 
piaced Disco Chick, who has earned neariy 
$700,000 over five seasons of racing. She 
is a daughter of Jump Start, Pennsyivania’s 
ieading staiiion, who stands at Northview PA in 
Peach Bottom, out of Disco Fiirt, by Disco Rico. 
Koiybabiuk is aiso the owner/breeder of Yeah 
Rocky, Disco Fiirt's haif-brother by SiiverTrain, 
who has earned neariy $200,000. 

“Yeah Rocky is biossoming,” said 
Koiybabiuk. “He just missed being stakes 
piaced at Presque isie Downs [fourth in 
Kari Boyes Memoriai Stakes June 19]. 
Hopetuiiy we’ii have some fun with him on 
Pennsyivania’s Day at the Races.”

Virginia Racing Commission Approves 
New Virginia Certified Residency Program 


The Virginia Racing Commission voted unanimously at its 
July meeting to allow the Virginia thoroughbred industry to 
move forward with and fund a new program that is expected 
to contribute to the long term economic prosperity of Virginia 
agriculture, and encourage preservation of Virginia farmland. 

Modeled after the very successful Delaware Certified 
Program, the new Virginia-Certified Thoroughbred Program 
(VACTP) will reward horsemen who board horses at Virginia 
farms or training centers for six consecutive months prior to 
December 31st of the horses two-year-old year. 

The VACTP will enhance the existing Virginia-Bred and 
Sired Owners Bonus program to include Virginia-Certified 
horses. This initiative will now provide a 25% bonus to the 
owner of a Virginia-bred, Sired or Certified Thoroughbred horse 
that finishes first in any non-Virginia restricted race in the Mid- 
Atlantic region (NY, NJ, PA, DE, MD, WV). There is a $10,000 
cap on any one reward. Virginia-Certified Thoroughbreds will 
also be eligible for any Virginia-Bred or Sired restricted race. 

“The combination of opportunities created by our new 
owner s bonus programs, our expanded Virginia-restricted 
race schedule in Maryland and West Virginia and our breeders 
program, which pays for wins anywhere in the U.S., will create 
a significant year round thoroughbred program that we have 
never had before in Virginia,” said Debbie Easter, Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association Executive Director. 

The Virginia-Certified Thoroughbred Program is sponsored 
by the Virginia Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association (VAHPBA) and the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association (VTA). 

The VACTP defines “Residency” as being based at certified 
farms or training centers within the Commonwealth. During 
their six month residency, horses must live at a “Virginia 
Certified Farm”, one that makes an agreement with the VTA to 
participate in the VACTP --- where they will be available for 
inspection by a VACTP official. Farms may become a Virginia 
Certified Farm by submitting a Farm Participation Agreement 
with the VTA. The application form is available on the VTA 


website. A list of Certified Farms is listed there for use by 
Owners who wish to send horses to Virginia. 

The one-time Virginia-Certified application fee per horse is 
$100 for VTA members and $250 for non-members. Within 30 
days of the horse’s arrival in Virginia, owners must submit the 
application for the VACTP along with the fee, a completed W-9, 
and a copy of the horse’s registration papers and/or four pictures 
of the horse. Both the application and W-9 forms are on the 
VTA website. 

Once the six month residency is complete, the Virginia 
Certified Farm will send a notarized verification to the VTA 
office confirming the horse has completed the requirements of 
its residency. The owner will then receive a VACTP certificate.

Laurel, Charles Town To Host 
VIrgInla-Bred Or Sired Races 
This Year 

The first of three Virginia-bred or sired special event race 
days at Laurel Park took place on June 24th. The card, which 
was named Maryland-Virginia Breeders’ Day, featured six 
$75,000 turf stakes, four of which were Virginia-bred restricted 
events. The Edward Evans, Nellie Mae Cox, White Oak Farm 
and Tyson Gilpin Stakes were won respectively by Special Envoy, 
Queen Caroline, Tiz Our Time and Do What I Say. Recaps on 
these races appear in the “Around the Ovals” section of this 
magazine. 

A $30,000 maiden special weight turf sprint for Virginia- 
breds completed the June 24th card. Trustifarian, bred by the 
Run Aweigh Stable and trained by Patrick Neusch, beat ten 
other horses in that 5 1/2 furlong race. The 3 year old Albert 
The Great colt gained the lead outside in mid-stretch and 
crossed 1 1/4 lengths in front of Holiday Hopes in 1:03.26. The 



winner, out of Heypenny by Storm Broker, was making his first 
lifetime start. Early Grey, who won the same race a year ago but 
was placed ninth through disqualification, finished third. 

The second Virginia-bred stakes days at Laurel is slated for 
August 5th. “Virginia Day” will feature a four pack of inaugural 
$75,000 stakes --- the Hansel, William Backer, Meadow Stable and 
Camptown Stakes. A pair of one mile maiden sprints, one each 
for males and females, is also included. 

The third event, slated for September 30th, is the annual 
“Commonwealth Day” and features five long running stakes --- 
the Bert Allen, Brookmeade, Punch Line, Oakley and Jamestown. 
A pair of Grade 3 open stakes --- the $200,000 Commonwealth 
Derby and $150,000 Commonwealth Oaks --- will complement 
the card for a third straight year.

The mid-summer calendar also includes a pair of Virginia- 
bred claiming races at Charles Town. A $5,000 claimer (NW2 at 
6 1/2 furlongs) is scheduled for July 27th and a $10,000 claimer 
(F&M at 7 furlongs) will be contested on August 24th. These are 
part of a new “sprinkled” program of ten additional restricted 
races that will be held at either Laurel or Charles Town through 
November. The ten include a variety of allowance, claiming and 
maiden races. A complete schedule is at www.vabred.org. 

The first winner in that “sprinkled’ program was three-year- 
old filly Weekend, who captured a $25,000 maiden special weight 
race for Virginia-bred fillies and mares July 15th at Laurel. 

Bred and owned by Mr. & Mrs. Bertram Firestone, the 
daughter of Henny Hughes was best in a field of seven, who 
competed six furlongs. She prompted the pace outside Cross 
Roads initially, overtook the leader turning for home, then 
beat runner-up Daniella by 4 1/2 lengths, crossing in 1:09.33. 
Weekend, who is trained by Arnaud Delacour, is out of 
Wardrobe by War Chant. 

The victor, who didn’t race as a 2-year-old, is I-for-2 now. 

She finished fourth at Monmouth June 19th in her lifetime bow. 
Cross Roads finished third, followed in order by Brainchild, 
Scene of the Crime, Sheet Lightning and Holiday Hopes.

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William R. Lewis Jr.: 
I did It my way

I f one sat down to compile the 
history of the Charles Town Races, 
from its humble beginnings to the 
unique milieu of today countless 
names and events would instantly 
come to mind. 

Some bearing national 
ramifications like Barbara Jo Rubin 
(first female jockey to win a pari¬ 
mutuel race in the U.S.), Sylvia Bishop 
(first Afro-American woman to be 
licensed as a Thoroughbred trainer 
in the U.S.), the advent of Sunday 
racing, manifestation of night racing, 
visionary Sam Huff (founder of the 
West Virginia Breeders Classics), and 
many more monolithic pioneers 
worthy of their own story 

I'm sure every person in this 
quaint town has private and 
subjective feelings about horse 
racing, its personalities and unique 
meritoriousness in creating and 
maintaining a kindred spirit, in a small 
corner of this groundbreaking state. 


Saturday night, June 24, those 
in attendance at the races were 
fortunate to participate in a walk 
down memory lane, this time being 
led by Thoroughbred owner/trainer/ 
breeder and former outstanding 
jockey, William R. Lewis Jr. 

For many, Lewis is best 
remembered as the pilot of the 
incomparable Onion Juice, winner 
of the inaugural running of the 1987 
Jim Beam Breeders Classic. 

Described by friends and rivals 
as restrained, traditionalist, an 
individualist by his own accord, 
William R. continues to live a full life, 
seldom deviating from his chosen 
path. 

Born in Richmond, Vd., not 
exactly a hotbed of activity 
for Thoroughbred horse racing, 
nevertheless young Ray managed 
to secure a pony at the age of 8 
and was enterprising enough to 
manufacture a stall out of the family 
garage. 


"I was in heaven, until the 
following year, when the city issued 
an ordinance making it illegal to 
have a horse within the municipality 
limits or suburbs," he remembered. 

To resolve the problem and 
respond to a little boy's dream, 
the elder Lewis moved his family 
to a 50-acre farm in Rockville, Vd., 
approximately 20 miles from the 
outskirts of town. 

"My mother and I helped 
renovate the pre-Civil War 
farmhouse, which was completely 
destroyed by a fire later that 
year. Fortunately, our local church 
members provided us suitable 
housing until we could get back on 
our feet," Lewis continued. 

The Lewis family eventually moved 
to Glen Allen, Vd., ironically the home 
of Charles "Buck" Woodson (breeder, 
owner and trainer of Onion Juice). 

"I kept annoying my mother 
about horses, especially after I saw 
a sign near my school that read 
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'William Lamb Farm and training 
facility.' He was a Thoroughbred 
owner and Frank Smith Jr. was his 
trainer. I was 14 years old, 4' 10" and 
a mighty 90 lbs. I worked there two 
years during High School learning 
the finer points of galloping." 

When Lamb would visit 
Shenandoah Downs or Charles Town 
to watch his horses compote Lewis 
was his trusty sidekick. 

"I used to got frustrated with Mr. 
Lamb when ho would exclaim, 'boy, 
you'll never bo a jockey with those 
big hands and foot'." 

Between his 14th and 16th 
birthdays Lewis did experience 
a growth spurt, which would 
have dismayed most, but not this 
teenager of obstinate purpose. 

"In the late 60s you could be 
an apprentice at 16 years old. I 
rode and won my first attempt as a 
jockey, only to be disqualified and 
placed last." 

Don't forget, this kid had a vision 
and went on to win his third lifetime 
race, got his picture taken and his 
career took flight. 

"Maybe Bill Lamb was right, I 
had to pull a considerable amount 
of weight to ride my first race, and 
weight issues did characterize my 
career." 

Lewis had me laughing recalling 
that debut effort, stating "a jockey's 
weight is a serious matter and 
directly related to health concerns. 

I needed to lose weight for my initial 
ride, so I asked some older jockeys 
what to do. They said, 'hey kid, go in 
the hot box and we'll come get you 
when you're ready' Hours later, they 
appeared and said, 'sorry kid, we 
forgot you were still here.' I looked 
like a lobster coming out of a pot. 

"My mother knew racing was my 
life, but insisted I get my high school 
diploma, so I went to night school to 
fulfill her wishes." 

Young Bill Lewis would ride all 
week, then Saturday nights return 
home. 

The average purse in 1968 was 
$1,200, but Lewis said, "I loved it. 

You gotta love it to endure such 
torment." 

During his apprenticeship, then 
steward Stanley Greene advised 
Lewis to take his considerable talents 
to New York, and went as far as to 
make inquiries to friend and trainer, 
Allen Jerkens. 

"I was way too homesick for that 
counsel." 


During a career that spanned 50 
years, Lewis rode 18,241 races, won 
2,647, with 2,414 seconds and 2,351 
thirds. 

He couldn't directly recall 
the year, possibly 1984, when he 
ventured to Pimlico on Preakness 
day and upset the world famous 
Bill Shoemaker in a race on the 
undercard. 

"If you asked me about my 
style on the back of a horse I'd 
say subdued. I wasn't a big stick 
guy, but preferred to encourage a 
horse with my hands. If you asked 
me about my personal approach 
to handicapping, I'd say, if a horse 
wasn't running well on the lead. I'll 
try coming from off the pace." 

Lewis has owned a farm in 
Middleway, W.Vd., (named Melrose, 
after his daughter) since 1971. 

Riding has always been his 
passion, but he has dabbled in the 
world of Thoroughbred breeding, 
starting when he purchased a mare 
off the racetrack in the mid-1970s. 
Singing Heart, whom he had ridden 
to multiple victories. 

"She will always have a special 
place in my life as the producer 
of my successful runner, Hutter 
Mountain. Foaled in 1981, the 
daughter of Tywhapity was owned 
by my mother, Dorothy Lewis. She 
was a multiple stakes winner while 
competing up and down the east 
coast." 

Lewis is married to the former 
Melissa Hunt, an established 
horsewoman in her own right. 


Partners for the last five years, the 
couple credits Melissa's blacksmith 
and close friend in Florida, Louie 
Rogers, for his assistance in selecting 
Wildcat Heir as the stallion mated to 
their mare Truly Theresa. 

The product of this union is 
True Heir, winner of the first 2-year-old 
race this year at Charles Town 
June 24. 

"The juvenile was foaled at our 
farm, broke in Florida and returned 
to me in March for his final training. 
He is a very sensible colt and I 
believe he will carry his natural 
speed a distance of ground." 

True Heir covered the 472 furlongs 
in a stellar 52.49 seconds, winning by 
a widening margin of 6 lengths. 

"We bred Truly Theresa back to 
Limehouse, who stands at O'Sullivan 
Farms," said Lewis. The mare 
produced a colt by Hunt Crossing 
named True Crossing in 2016. 

At 65 years young, Lewis still 
maintains a full head of dark hair 
and boasts that when it turns gray 
he's headed to Florida. 

"In my life I have had only two 
career choices that interest me: one, 
jockey; two, Santa Claus." 

I didn't understand that second 
choice either, until he said that 
children and the spirit of giving have 
always brought out the best in him. 

Talking to "Ray," he prefers that 
name over William and Bill, reminds 
me of what is good and why many 
of us veterans originally entered this 
profession. 

The racing game is our "Field of 
Dreams."

Steeplechase community turning out 
for Hall of Fame induction ceremonies 


The American Steeplechasing community will 
be turning out in force this month for the induction 
of champion steeplechase trainer Tom Voss and 
two-time champion Good Night Shirt into the 
National Museum of Racing’s Hall of Fame. 

The induction ceremony will be held at 
10:30 a.m. on Friday, Aug. 4, at Fasig-Tipton’s 
Humphrey Finney Sales Pavilion. The induction 
is open to the public, and admission is free. 

The National Steeplechase Association Board 
of Directors will meet on Thursday, Aug. 3, and 
a social event for steeplechase participants hosted 
by Mimi Voss and Good Night Shirt owner Harold 
“Sonny” Via will be held that evening. 

Voss, a universally respected Maryland 
horseman who died in early 2014, will be the 
21st steeplechase participant to be inducted into 
the Hall of Fame. He was the NSA’s champion 
trainer by wins five times, most recently in 2011, 
and led the earnings table three times. 

In all, he won 394 steeplechase races and had 
purse winnings of $8,868,201, the third-highest 
total behind Jonathan Sheppard and Jack Fisher. 
He trained Sarah and Ken Ramsey’s Slip Away 
to the 2010 Eclipse Awatd. 

Voss was equally adept on the fiat and over 
fences, and roughly half of his career earnings 
were on the main track. He is best known as the 
trainer of John’s Call, a two-time Grade 1 winner 
who eventually became Voss’ stable pony. 

Good Night Shirt is the 19th steeplechase horse 
to be inducted into the Hall of Fame. Trained 
by Fisher throughout his jumps career. Good 
Night Shirt was the Eclipse Award champion 
steeplechase horse in 2007 and 2008. He won 
eight Grade 1 races and was undefeated in 2008, 
when he broke his 2007 record for single-season 
earnings with $485,520 in purse winnings.

Among his Grade 1 victories were the Iroquois 
Steeplechase, Lonesome Glory Handicap, and Marion 
duPont Scott Colonial Cup, all of which he won twice, 
and the 2008 editions of the Grand National and the 
Atlanta Cup.

History Lessons 

What a Summer: female heavyweight champion 


In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

F ew races have tested speed and strength 
as the Fall Highweight Handicap, a 
6-furlong fixture on the New York rac¬ 
ing scene since 1914. A requirement for the 
race is that the racing secretary must assign at 
least 140 pounds to the top-weighted horse. 
When a filly takes on the boys, she isn’t given 
a break. What a Summer didn’t care. 

The last two-time winner of the Fall 
Highweight—in 1977 and 1978 when it was 
the richest sprint in the U.S. —Maryland-bred 
What a Summer earned an Eclipse Award 
for her 1977 season after taking six of eight 
sprint starts. In addition to giving 11 pounds 
to runnerup Broadway Forli—134 pounds to 
123-in the Grade 2 Fall Highweight, scor¬ 
ing by 2 lengths, she won the Silver Spoon 
Handicap at Hollywood Park that summer 
and kicked off her 4-year-old season with 
a frontrunning score in Aqueduct’s Distaff 
Handicap-G3. She also captured the 1-mile 
Grade 2 Maskette Handicap before finishing 
a game second in one of her rare distance 
attempts, the Grade 1 Beldame at VA miles. 
Her four stakes wins that year were under 



Hall of Fame jockeys Eddie Maple, BiU Shoe¬ 
maker and Jacinto Vasquez. 

The gray daughter of What Luck was the 
best horse bred by longtime Maryland owner 
Milton Polinger, and he saw her promise early 
in her 3-year-old season when she won seven 
of her first eight starts in 1976, including 
the Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, with 
trainer Bud Delp. Polinger didn’t live long 
enough to accept her accolades as champion 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old fiUy however, as 
he died from complications following open 
heart surgery that December. 

Diana Firestone was interested in the fiUy 
prior to Polinger’s death, and was the suc¬ 
cessful bidder at public auction at Hialeah in 
January 1977, taking her home for |275,000. 
LeRoy Jolley became the filly’s new trainer. 


What a Summer had her busiest season 
at 5, making a dozen starts, and finished 
third or better 10 times. She was regularly 
asked to give weight to her rivals, and once 
again toted 134 pounds, including Hall of 
Fame jockey Angel Cordero, in winning the 
Fall Highweight, with runner-up Buckfinder 
getting five pounds. She won a second Silver 
Spoon and also captured the First Flight 
Handicap, each under 126 pounds, and twice 
placed under 127 pounds. 

Two of her best non-winning efforts 
were against males—in the Grade 1 Met 
Mile, finishing less than 3 lengths behind 
top-weighted winner Cox’s Ridge, but giving 
weight to the second and third-place finishers 
as she came in fourth; and fighting through 
the stretch of the Vosburgh Handicap-G2 
with Dr. Patches, who was in receipt of seven 
pounds, to finish less than a length back in 
second. Dr. Patches was named co-champion 
sprinter that year with J.O. Tobin. 

What a Summer retired with a record 
of 31-18-6-3 and |479,161 after that 1978 
season. As a member of Bert and Diana 
Firestone’s broodmare band, she produced 
graded stakes winner Gather The Clan (Ire). 
Grade 1 winners Pure Clan and Sky Diva are 
descendants of that branch of the family. 


Markham: Country Master of Shakespeare’s England 


The National Sporting Library and Museum in 
Middleburg, Va., is dedicated to preserving, shar¬ 
ing andpromoting the literature, art and culture of 
horse and field sports.

M any of the titles at the National 
Sporting Library and Museum were 
written by Gervase Markham (1568- 
1637). Markham spent his early years as a 
soldier of fortune in the Low Countries and 
in Ireland. Upon his return to England, he 
took up writing and benefited from the 
patronage of the Earl of Essex. 

Markham was a contemporary of William 
Shakespeare, and it’s likely that Shakespeare 
satirized Markham in Love’s Labour’s Lost. By 
the time that play was in publication, 
Markham had established himself as an 
authority on horsemanship and country life, 
having penned a discourse on horsemanship 
in 1593. In 1595, he translated and edited The 
Book of Saint Albans, the landmark title on 
‘‘Hawking, Hunting, and the Blasting of 
Arms.” His farriery book Markham’s 


Masterpiece would go through many editions 
and reprintings. 

In 1601, Markham’s career hit a significant 
setback with the downfall of his noble 
patron, the Earl of Essex. Markham was 
forced to reinvent himself as an author, 
focusing less on poetic works and instead 
expanding his reach into practical guide¬ 
books. He wrote on riding, farriery, animal 
husbandry, and even a complete manual for 
housewives. Of note was Markham’s willing¬ 
ness to gear his works toward an audience 
outside the wealthy classes, often advertising 
this fact with titles such as “Cheap and 
Goode Husbandry.” 

Markham was masterful at realizing as 
much revenue as possible from his publica¬ 
tions. He often recycled material or issued a 
book under a new title. Printing in multiple 
editions allowed for multiple dedications to 
noble lords, who might be disposed to 
become patrons for future works. 

In fact, Markham was so successful that 
by 1617 English book printers were implor¬ 
ing him not to write again on animal medi-

cine, as his influence was preventing others 
from being able to publish on the topic. 
Although he isn’t widely known today, 
Markham’s books continue to be a valuable 
source of information on the daily lives of 
the people and animals of early 17th Century 
England.

B Presque Isle Downs was set to con¬ 
duct its inaugural meet in September. The

Eddie, 76, and 
Linda, 54—married for 30 years—were 
quick with the quips, many times at the 
expense of each other. Observed Perrone: 
“Most every morning, Bowie’s Barn 11 
embodies the nutcracker suite, the perfect¬ 
ly mismatched arms of the Gaudet Rac¬ 
ing Stable working with wacky precision 
toward a shared objective: dispatching 30 
racehorses and countless anecdotes that 
reward and sustain. In each regard, the 
passages go lively.” 

B The Pensioner On Parade was 9-year- 
old Oregon Ridge, a son of A.P Indy 
and Grade 1 winner Pharma who sold 
for $810,000 as a yearling, failed as a 
racehorse and a stallion, was gelded, and 
found a home in Betty McCue and her 
sister Evelyn Martin’s EHM Stables. Nick¬ 
named Bear, the bay developed into a star 
show horse. “From the very beginning, he 
was always good,” said McCue. “He never 
did anything bad; he never bucked or car¬ 
ried on. He’s a great mover, has become a

wonderful jumper, and he’s gorgeous. We 
fell in love with him right away.” 

Oregon Ridge, owned bj McCue and Nancj 
Hale, remains a star in the show ring. At this 
jeads Totally Thoroughbred Horse Show at 
Pimlico, he was named champion Tow Hunter A 
when ridden by Courtney Somers. 

B The famed family of Flight Dancer 
developed by Edward P. Evans continued 
to grow, enhanced by two new stakes win¬ 
ners over a two-day period—3-year-olds 
Mini Sermon (by Pulpit) in the Marking 
Time Stakes at Belmont Park and Pleas¬ 
ant Strike (by Smart Strike) in the Grade 3 
Arlington Classic. Both were from cham¬ 
pion Minstrella’s branch of the family 
and foaled at Evans’ Spring HiU Farm in 
Casanova, Va. 

B News came that two major 
contributors to the Maryland breeding 
industry had recently died. Northview 
Stallion Station’s Waquoit was euthanized 
at 24 due to infirmities of old age, and 
Prospective Joy, 16, a stakes-winning 
daughter of Allen’s Prospect, died of 
foaling complications in Kentucky. 

Waquoit, the first stallion syndicated by 
Northview, became the proverbial “blue- 
coUar sire,” in the words of Dr. Tom 
Bowman. Waquoit sired more than 30 
stakes winners, including millionaire Halo 
America, and 80 percent of his starters 
were winners. 

Prospective Joy, bred by Fourbros 
Stable and raced by Skeedattle Associates, 
was purchased privately by Country Life 
Farm after her racing career and bred 
to Citidancer her first year. The result¬ 
ing foal was Maryland-bred champion. 
Grade 1 winner and Grade 1 producer 
Hookedonthefeelin. 


75years ago 

B The Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association had been asked to request the 
loan of two Thoroughbred geldings to be 
used as part of a nutritional experiment 
at the U.S. Government’s Agricultural 
Research Centre at Beltsville (Md.). 

“We are not informed as to the length 
of time of the experimentation. The 
horses should be between the ages of 4 
and 16 years. Anyone willing to cooperate 
with the government in making this 
experiment, and willing to loan—or give— 
a horse or two” was asked to contact the 
MHBA office. 

B “Racing over America’s most 
picturesque half-mile track, namely the 
Cumberland Farm Association’s course 


at Fairgo, 4 miles outside the city of 
Cumberland” was to be held 10 days in 
August. The most important race of the 
meet at the little mountain city track was 
the Manley, named for track president 
Harry A. Manley. The winner of the 
Manley got to take home a special trophy 
for a year-a solid silver wine cooler, 
created in England during the reign of 
George III and in the King’s collection 
from 1738 to 1820. The trophy would 
become the permanent possession of the 
owner who won it three times. 

B The extensive travels of editor Hum¬ 
phrey Finney included a few days in Vir¬ 
ginia. His Editor’s Saddle-Bag for June 27: 

“Left home early this morning and 
drove to Washington, having as a pas¬ 
senger Danny Shea, who was off to judge 


the Columbus Show. Dropped Danny at 
the station where I picked up Editor J.A. 
Estes, of The Blood-Horse, heading thence 
towards Middleburg, Va. At Middleburg 
we picked up Gerry Webb, former edi¬ 
tor of The Chronicle who was supposed to 
have been in the Army long ago but who 
is stiU cooling his heels waiting to go in. 
Then on to Blue Ridge Stud to meet Mrs. 
George L. Harrison and Nick SaegmuUer 
[field secretary of the Virginia Horsemen’s 
Association] and to see the yearlings that 
will be sent to Saratoga, these including a 
very good Man o’ War colt. . . After lunch 
we spent a leisurely afternoon inspecting 
the yearlings, of which the average quality 
is high this year. There are a number that 
will StiU be for sale privately as they are 
not Us ted for Saratoga. . .” 
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50 years ago 

B Exceedingly, the first horse ever bred 
by Helen Jennings, knocked off Preak- 
ness/Belmont Stakes winner Damascus 
at Delaware Park in the duPont Handicap, 
holding on to win by a nose. The 4-year- 
old son of Third Brother out of Exceed, 
by Better Self, was in receipt of eight 
pounds (or 17 on the scale) from Mrs. 
Thomas Bancroft’s 3-year-old Damascus 
trained by Frank Whiteley. Consider¬ 
ing the concession. Exceedingly’s trainer 
Joseph Considine had this to say about the 
classic winner: . . he gets beat by a nose 
in near track-record time. He’s got to be 
one helluva horse!” 

Jennings and her husband, retired naval 
captain Lewis Brooke “Boots” Jennings, 
owned two farms on the Eastern Shore 
of Maryland, including Alder Branch, 
near Centreville. Amazingly, the second 
foal bred by Jennings, the 3-year-old 
Gordorigo, was also a stakes winner. 
Jennings noted her husband, who had no 
horse background, had a distorted view¬ 
point on racing and breeding. “He thinks 
it’s so easy.” 

B J.C. Mergler, the person in charge of 
the racing stock at Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm, had been a fixture at 
the farm for decades after taking a job 
during the depression to break yearlings, 
which followed a career as a jockey. 
“Except for 45 months which he spent in 
the Army during the war, there has been 
little separation between the life of J.C. 
Mergler and the careers of the Sagamore 
racehorses during the intervening years,” 
wrote Lucy Carter (Acton). 

One of five Mergler brothers who aU 
had careers as jockeys, J.C. (his given name 
was John Corthell but his parents called 
him J.C. as a small child and it stuck), was 
the leading rider at Pimlico in 1928. His

primary position at Sagamore was the pre¬ 
paratory training of the farm’s youngsters 
before they headed to Mike Freeman at 
the track. During Mergler’s career at the 
Glyndon, Md., farm he handled numerous 
top-class horses, rating Native Dancer the 
best, but was partial to Discovery. 


B Stallion news in the region: Anthony 
Imbesi’s Maribeau was to stand at Allaire 
duPont’s Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake 
City, Md. And the syndicated stallion 
Cyane, who stood his first four years in 
Maryland, was moving to Blue Ridge 
Farm near Upperville, Va. 


Maribeau, a son of *Ribot out of 
Cosmah, by Cosmic Bomb, was a stakes- 
winning half-brother to top-class filly 
Tosmah and stakes winner Fathers 
Image. Only raced at 3—he was too 
big and growthy to start at 2, explained 
Imbesi-the colt won the Fountain of 
Youth Stakes. He exited the race with a 
hairline fracture, which 
went undetected until 
after he won a 6-furlong 
allowance at Garden State 
in 1:09V5 in what would 
be his final race. He 
was the first stallion set 
to stand at Woodstock, 
where a new staUion 
complex was being con¬ 
structed for the expand¬ 
ing operation. 

Cyane, a son of 
*Turn-to whose first 
crop was conceived 
at Merryland Farm in 
Hydes, Md., was one of 
the nation’s top freshman sires. In his 
first crop of 14 registered foals, five had 
won by mid-summer, and his daughter 
Obeah was a stakes winner. Obeah raced 
for Harry and Jane duPont Lunger’s 
Christiana Stable, as had Cyane.

25years ago 

B Maryland Gov. William Donald 
Schaefer signed satellite simulcast 
wagering legislation, more commonly 
known as off-track betting, into law. The 
biU was sponsored by Senate president 
Thomas V. “Mike” Miller Jr. Industry 
leaders were present at the signing in 
Annapolis. 

B Push and PuU, trained and ridden by 
Jack Fisher for the Dover Ridge Stable 
of Sheila and Rufus Williams, won the 
Virginia Gold Cup by 8 lengths while 


setting a course record. Bred by top 
Maryland breeder Robert Meyerhoff, the 
6-year-old son of Sham out of Jump, by 
Ecole Etage, was out of a fuU-sister to 
the Fisher-trained timber champion Call 
Louis. The latter was owned by Fisher’s 
then fiancee (and now wife) Sheila Williams, 
daughter of Push and Pull’s owners. 

B Francis Puleo’s Just Like Jo, at age 10, 
was doing double duty as a racehorse and 
stallion in Pennsylvania. The stud record 
was remarkable, as the son of Run Dusty 
Run got his second stakes winner from 
four foals in his first crop with 3-year-old 
gelding The Beak’s win in the Danzig 


Stakes at Penn National. Bred and owned 
by Dawn and Daryl Beakler and trained 
by Daryl, The Beak was the first runner 
for the couple. 

Just Like Jo raced eight seasons, making 
123 starts. He wrapped up his career in 1992 
at Philadelphia Park, and started the season by 
going to the post three times in March—twice in 
one week, one oj which was his 13th and Jinal 
win. That same week in March his 3-jear-old 
daughter Just a Little Fran won the Ivy Stakes at 
Philadelphia Park. The sire of 41 foals, the last 
born in 2004, Just Like Jo had 30 starters and 
18 winners. His only stakes winners were the two 
in his first crop.
